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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 

R.  D.  MARSHALL 

Due  to  a  number  of  causes,  your  officers  and  Executive  Committee  have  had 
an  unusually  busy  year.  The  Executive  Committee  has  met  in  Harrisburg  four  times 
and  your  Secretary,  Mr.  Charles  Cowan,  has  conferred  with  your  President  both  in  this 
city  and  elsewhere  on  business  of  your  Association  many,  many  times.  Much  of  the 
success  of  our  work  has  been  due  to  Mr.  Cowan's  tireless  and  unselfish  service  in  our 
behalf. 

Among  our  activities  hais  been  the  legislative  work  where  in  conjunction  with  the 
other  farm  organizations  of  the  state  we  fought  for  the  four  point  program  of  — ^  I .  Relief 
milk,  which  was  a  measure  to  bring  to  children  and  invalids  on  relief  a  daily  supply  of 
milk.    This  law  was  passed  and  has,  we  believe,  not  only  increased  the  return  to  producers 
but  also  contributed   to  public  health.      2.  The  exemption  from  the  contract  carries 
provisions  of  the  Public  Utility  Law  of  farmers  and  farmers'  cooperatives  and  their 
haulers.     This  law  also  passed  and  the  result  will  be  the  elimination  of  many  vexatious 
questions  as  well  as  the  expense  of  obtaining  a  certificate  of  convenience.  3.  A  new  Milk 
Sanitation  Law,  the  outstanding  feature  of  which  was  the  proposal  for  a  Dairy  Advisory 
Board  in  the  Department  of  Health,  composed  of  representatives  of  that  Department,  of 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  of  the  milk  industry,  whose  duty  was  to  be  the  forma- 
tion of  rules  and  regulations  relating  to  milk  sanitation  and  inspection.     This  bill  was 
not  enacted,  but  their  is  strong  support  for  such  a  bill  for  the  next  session  of  the  legisla- 
tttre;  and  4.    Increased  appropriation   for  the  eradication  of  tuberculosis  and   Bang's 
disease.     The  appropriation  was  increased  in  a  time  of  the  State's  financial  distress  by 
$150,000.     We  were  consulted  on  other  legislative  matters  usually  in  time  when  quick 
action  was  necessary. 

Our  finances  need  your  attention  and  support.  As  you  know  our  sole  income  comes 
from  the  membership  dues  of  one  dollar  a  year.  Expenses  have  been  somewhat  abnormal 
due  to  the  necessity  of  purchasing  last  year's,  as  well  as  this  year's  supply  of  ribbons,  for 
the  Cow  Testing  Associations  of  the  State.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer  will  show  this. 
You  are  earnestly  requested  to  pay  your  1940  membership  dues  at  this  meeting  and  to 
urge  your  neighbors  to  support  our  organization  by  sending  in  their  dues  as  soon  as 
possible.  We  believe  every  good  dairyman  of  the  state  should  have  our  year  book  and 
believe  it  is  well  worth  a  dollar  without  the  other  services  of  the  Association. 

Much  credit  is  due  Mr.  Charles  S.  Garhard  for  his  assistance  in  the  field  in  calling 
the  attention  of  our  members  to  this  problem.  Also,  I  want  to  give  full  credit  to  our 
Executive  Committee  for  their  assistance  during  the  past  year. 

Other  activities  of  our  Executive  Committee  consisted  in  part  in  conferences  with 
the  various  breed  associations  and  in  conferring  with  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
relative  to  changes  in  the  operations  of  the  Farm  Show  to  meet  the  objections  raised  by 
our  membership.  And  we  have  been  interested  in  the  bringing  to  Pennsylvania  next 
year  the  National  Dairy  Show  and  in  support  of  the  necessary  planning  for  that  event. 
We  must  all  assist  in  making  this  outstanding  occasion  a  real  success. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  touch  upon  a  question  which  arises  in  some  form  in  nearly 
every  meeting  of  farm  groups,  and  that  is  the  tendency,  and  it  is  a  rapidly  growing 
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tendency,  of  those  who  are  not  engaged  in  Agriculture  or  in  the  supervision  of  our 
established  organizations  to  attempt  to  control  the  policies  relating  to  agriculture  and  to 
farm  organizations.  This  effort  springs  not  only  from  those  who  are  supported  by  the 
money  of  the  taxpayers,  but  also  from  those  pressure  groups  who  wou  d.  it  they  could 
so  mold  the  agricultural  thought  of  the  country  that  their  own  particular  groups  would 
receive  a  support  which  is  not  forthcoming  from  a  straight-thinkmg  and  straight- 
shooting  agriculture.  We  must  exercise  due  care  that  a  public  unacquamted  with  our 
particular  problems  is  not  deceived  into  believing  that  our  organized  agriculture  is 
either  radical  or  subordinated  to  the  currents  of  politics.  We  must  be  vigilant  that 
interests  hostile  to  farmers  do  not  seize  or  destroy  our  farm  organizations.  We  must 
protect  and  defend  sound  agricultural  policies.

THE  PENNSYLVANIA  DAIRY  INDUSTRY 

IN  1940

What  can  we  expect  in  1 940>  Quite  probably  the  coming  year  holds  more  uncertain- 
ty for  us  in  the  United  States  and  more  potential  trouble  for  the  rest  of  the  world  than 
any  year  in  the  last  twenty-five. 

As  Pennsylvania  dairymen  your  fortunes  in  1940  are  inevitably  dependent  upon  a 
wide  range  of  affairs  over  which  you  have  no  control.  Most  prominent  of  these  are  war 
and  the  preparations  for  war.  which  have  dominated  the  economic  scene  in  1939.  With 
the  turn  of  the  year,  war  is  still  uppermost  on  the  business  horizon.  Other  factors  of  a 
similar  nature  are  policies  and  practices  of  private  businesses  and  industries,  the  fiscal 
policy  of  the  government,  and  governmental  attitudes  and  programs  relating  to  agricul- 
ture, labor  and  industry. 

Within  the  dairy  industry  the  total  amount  of  milk  produced  arises  from  the  action 
of  all  dairymen.  Likewise  the  demand  for  the  different  types  of  dairy  products  is  derived 
from  the  choices  and  purchasing  power  of  consumers.  No  individual  milk  producer, 
therefore,  materially  affects  or  controls  either  the  supply  or  the  demand  for  dairy  products. 
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About  the  only  factors  over  which  a  single  dairymen  has  some  control  are  those 
relating  to  production  on  his  own  individual  farm.  These  fall  in  the  field  of  farm  manage- 
ment. Through  control  of  the  various  cost  elements  used  in  the  production  of  milk, 
therefore,  individual  farmers  have  the  best  opportunity  for  increasing  income  or  reducing 
losses.  This  method  offers  greater  promise  than  arbitrary  price-fixing  by  government 
agencies. 

Pennsylvania  Farm  Prices  and  the  War  in  Europe 

At  the  beginning  of  the  new  year  there  are  many  forecasts  concerning  what  may 
happen  in  1940.  They  express  a  wide  variety  of  viewpoints  and  concern  different 
industries.  In  farm  circles  one  of  the  questions  arising  most  frequently  is.  "How  will  the 
European  war  affect  farm  prices?"  Obviously  the  correct  answer  is.  "No  one  knows." 
The  duration  of  the  war  is  uncertain,  but  no  more  so  than  the  alignment  of  European 
nations  or  the  effect  of  our  Neutrality  Act.  Nevertheless,  farmers  must  formulate 
production  and  marketing  programs  for  the  current  year  because  agriculture  is  a  busi- 
ness that  never  "shuts  down."  In  this  connection  a  comparison  of  present  prices  and 
present  economic  conditions  with  those  prevailing  in  the  early  months  of  the  World  War 
may  be  helpful. 

Prices  Now  and  25  Years  Ago — -The  present  European  hostilities  started  Septem- 
ber 1,  1939.  A  little  more  than  25  years  earlier  the  World  War  began  in  Europe  with 
the  first  declaration  between  warring  nations  occurring  July  28,  1914  there  had  been 
more  than  a  decade  of  slowly  rising  commodity  prices.  In  contrast,  the  decade  preceding 
1939  was  characterized  by  violent  price  fluctuations,  first  by  the  rapid  fall  from  1929  to 
early  1933.  and  then  a  rise  to  1937,  with  a  subsequent  decline  of  15  per  cent  by  August 
1939. 

On  a  currency  basis,  all  commodity  prices  in  the  United  States  were  alDOut  10  per 
cent  above  those  of  July  1914,  because  each  dollar  now  represents  only  59  per  cent  as 
much  gold  as  it  did  prior  to  1933.  On  a  comparable  gold  basis,  however,  at  the  outbreak 
of  the  present  European  war  the  index  of  all-commodity  prices  in  the  United  States  was 
approximately  35  per  cent  belovv  the  level  prevailing  just  before  the  World  War  in  1914. 

Let  us  consider  now  the  prices  of  farm  products,  comprising  one  of  the  important 
groups  of  the  all-commodity  index.  Pennsylvania  farm  prices  from  1935  to  1939  show  a 
pattern  strikingly  similar  to  that  prevailing  from  1910  to  1914.  although  on  a  somewhat 
higher  level.  During  August  1939.  just  previous  to  the  present  European  War.  the  index 
number  of  Pennsylvania  farm  prices  was  1  13  compared  with  102  in  July  1914. 

The  index  of  Pennsylvania  farm  prices  began  its  World  War  rise  in  September  1915, 
approximately  1 3  months  after  the  declaration  of  war  between  various  European  count- 
ries. This  upward  movement  in  prices  continued  until  April  1920.  when  a  peak  of 
nearly  two  and  a  half  times  the  pre-war  level  was  reached.  During  the  next  year  the 
index  dropped  approximately  40  per  cent. 

Did  the  World  War  price  advance  bring  prosperity  to  Pennsylvania  farmers? 
The  answer  might  be,  "Yes,  for  the  short  run."  During  the  period  1917  to  1920  farmers 
received  relatively  higher  prices  for  goods  sold  than  they  paid  for  goods  purchased.  This 
was  to  be  expected  because  raw  material  prices,  such  as  farm  products,  invariably 
advance  more  rapidly  than  prices  of  manufactured  goods.  When  the  price  drop  came  in 
1920,  however,  the  farmer's  advantage  was  more  than  offset  by  the  long  period  of  disad- 
vantage in  purchasing  power,  extending  almost  unbroken  from  1920  until  the  present 
time.     This  also  was  to  be  expected  because  in  periods  of  falling  prices  raw  material 
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prices  invariably  fall  more  rapidly  than  those  of  manufactured  goods.  In  the  long  run, 
therefore,  there  are  few  if  any  who  would  hold  that  the  temporary  advantage  of  the  war 
period  exceeded  the  extended  period  of  disadvantage  of  the  post  war  era. 

Economic  Conditions  in  War  Periods.-At  the  outset  of  the  World  War  in  1914 
business  activity  in  the  United  States  was  3  per  cent  below  normal,  accordmg  to  Leonard 
P  Ayers  of  the  Cleveland  Trust  Company.  During  the  month  prior  to  the  present 
European  conflict  business  activity  was  24  per  cent  below  normal.  Now  there  is  wide- 
spread unemployment  in  the  United  States,  which  we  believe  is  our  most  serious  national 
problem.    There  was  no  such  situation  to  face  in  1914. 

By  1917  there  came  an  upward  surge  of  prices,  labor  scarcity  with  accompanying 
high  wages,  and  abnormally  high  business  activity  as  the  result  of  an  enlarged  export 
demand  for  goods  and  a  rapid  expansion  of  credit.  Today,  with  a  cash-and-carry  law. 
such  foreign  demand  does  not  appear  imminent,  despite  the  fact  that  the  Allied  Powers 
have  a  relatively  large  gold  reserve,  and  in  addition  substantial  amounts  of  securities  or 
credits  in  this  and  other  countries. 

For  instance,  it  is  reported  that  England  has  enough  credit  in  Argentina  to  furnish  a 
substantial  portion  of  her  wheat  and  meat  requirements  for  a  prolonged  period.  More- 
over, there  is  a  disposition  at  present  for  these  powers  to  confine  purchases  largely  to 
their  own  empires.  Canada  has  agreed  to  increase  bacon  exports  to  Great  Britain  by 
40  r,*.r  n^nt  over  1938.  Other  trade,  such  as  apple  and  pear  exports  from  the  United 
States  to  England  and  France  is  prohibited  by  these  nations.  The  British  government 
has  instructed  British  tobacco  companies  to  cease  buying  American  tobacco.  Beginning 
January  1  of  this  year.  Britain  will  directly  subsidize  its  milk  producers  to  the  extent 
of  about  60  cents  per  hundredweight  of  milk. 

On  the  other  hand,  certain  of  our  import  markets  are  highly  disturbed.  Several 
months  ago  it  was  announced  that  England  had  taken  over  the  entire  Australian  wool 
clip.  Later  information  revealed  that  10  million  pounds  had  been  released  for  immediate 
shipment.  Still  more  recently  there  are  reports  that  a  total  of  221/2  million  pounds  is  to  be 
released. 

Thus  it  is  important  to  note  that  England  and  France  have  organized  their  external 
trade  more  carefully  than  in  the  early  months  of  the  war  beginning  in  1914  and  now  hope 
to  avoid  bidding  against  each  other  in  foreign  markets.  Actions  such  as  these  are  certain 
to  have  a  disturbing  influence  on  many  commodity  prices  in  the  United  States. 

1940  Prospects  for  Farm  Prices—  In  summary,  we  may  state  that  in  many  respects 
economic  conditions  today  are  vastly  different  than  those  prevailing  in  the  early  stages 
of  the  World  War.  Nevertheless,  we  cannot  escape  the  fact  that  if  the  European  conflict 
is  prolonged,  there  will  be  a  shift  of  the  economic  scene.  It  is  probable  that  it  will  move 
toward  rather  than  away  from  the  1914-18  picture. 

During  1940  no  rapid  rise  in  farm  prices  is  in  sight,  although  strong  prices  in  general 
may  be  expected  if  domestic  industrial  prospects  of  today  fully  materialize.  The 
development  of  the  European  war.  however,  may  radically  change  the  outlook  before  the 
next  1 2  months  pass  by.  1  f  and  when  high  prices  come,  it  is  well  to  remember  that  such  a 
period  is  a  good  time  to  reduce  present  indebtedness  rather  than  to  incur  new  obligations, 
and  to  prepare  to  weather  the  economic  storm  which  inevitably  follows  periods  of  price 
inflation. 
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Business  Faces  1940  Hopefully 

Undoubtedly  the  war  stimulated  business  activity  in  the  last  four  months  of  1939. 
Nevertheless,  business  progress  was  under  way  some  months  before  the  outbreak  of 
hostilities.  Most  likely  the  forward  movement  was  aided  because  of  anticipated  sales  to 
belligerents.  Soon,  however,  much  of  the  expected  foreing  war  demand  waned,  but 
the  same  can  not  be  said  of  the  hopes  for  domestic  business.  Today  leaders  of  trade  and 
industry  are  generally  optimistic  concerning  at  least  the  early  months  of  1940. 

In  the  automobile  industry  there  is  the  expectation  that  sales  in  1940  will  exceed  by 
10  per  cent  the  3,700,000  and  more  cars  and  trucks  that  were  sold  in  1939.

Within  railroad  circles  a  traffic  increase  over  1939  is  anticipated.  Car  loadings  are 
expected  to  be  12  per  cent  greater  in  the  first  three  months  of  1940  than  during  the  same 
period  in  1939.  This  forecast,  derived  from  the  reports  of  13  shippers'  advisory  boards, 
includes  among  others  the  following  anticipated  gains:  iron  and  steel  loadings,  45  per 
cent;  ores  and  concentrates,  41  per  cent;  machinery  and  boilers.  25  per  cent;  agricultural 
implements  and  vehicles.  21  per  cent;  grains.  12  per  cent;  lumber  and  products.  9  per 
cent;  fertilizers,  5  per  cent. 

Leading  executives  in  the  building  materials  industry  expect  a  good  year  in  1940. 
Their  hopes  are  predicated  upon  the  need  for  new  houses.  Mr.  Dahlburg,  President  of 
the  Cello tex  Corporation,  states  that  for  each  of  the  last  seven  years  the  increase  in 
numbers  of  families  has  exceeded  the  increase  in  dwelling  units.  At  present  the  ratio  of 
families  to  dwelling  units  is  estimated  at  about  10,125  families  for  each  10,000  dwelling 
units. 
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The  total  retail  trade  in  this  country  in  1939  rose  about  8  per  cent  over  the  preceding 
year,  reaching  about  38-and-a-quarter  billion  dollars.  Ten  years  earlier,  with  a  smaller 
population  but  with  prices  considerably  higher,  the  1929  total  was  49  billions.  For  the 
first  half  of   1940  moderate  gains  in  retail  trade  over  the   1939  level  are  anticipated. 

"We  can  face  1940  with  a  reasonable  assurance  of  good  business  activity  at  somewhat 
higher  levels  than  we  experienced  in  1939.  What  will  happen  in  the  next  few  months 
will  depend  upon  business  management's  attitude  toward  inventories,"  writes  Robert  M, 
Hanes,  President  of  the  American  Bankers'  Association.  This  statement  was  qualified, 
however,  by  the  possible  effect  of  wars  abroad,  and  other  factors.  Mr.  Hanes  expects 
business  activity  in  1940  to  be  about  10  per  cent  above  1939  levels. 

Notes  of  caution,  however,  on  the  1940  outlook  and  on  the  dangers  of  over-expansion 
do  not  go  unsounded.  A  good  many  business  leaders  expect  a  considerable  slump  in 
business  activity  by  spring  or  early  summer.  Moreover,  it  is  pointed  out  that  while 
there  are  no  convincing  evidences  of  a  boom,  one  of  the  worst  things  that  could  happen 
would  be  over-expansion  of  business. 

President  Charles  E.  Brinley  of  the  Baldwin  Locomotive  Works  states:  "Unless 
business  and  government  take  to  heart  the  lessons  of  1914-18  and  guide  their  course 
accordingly,  we  shall  once  more  find  ourselves  in  for  a  period  of  serious  trouble  after  the 
war  is  over.  The  present  inflationary  policies  on  the  part  of  our  own  government  do  not 
tend  to  decrease  this  danger." 

There  is  some  apprehension  concerning  the  attitude  of  government  toward  business 
during  the  next  12  months.     M.  A.  Linden,  President  of  the  Provident  Life  Insurance 

Company  of  Philadelphia,  states:     " things  were  done  which  put  our  economic 

system  in  a  straight-jacket  so  that  it  was  unable  to  function  properly as  we  enter 

the  decade  of  the  I940's  we  may  well  address  ourselves  without  delay  to  the  task  of 
removing  the  artificial  obstacles  that  are  hampering  this  country  and  causing  distress 
among  millions  who  would  gladly  be  usefully  employed  if  they  could  but  find  jobs." 

United  States  Holds  Two-Thirds  of  the  World's  Gold— Those  of  you  who  attend- 
ed the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Pennsjlvania  Dairymen's  Association  a  year  ago  may 
recall  that  before  that  meeting  1  siated  that  the  UnitedStates,  holding  of  gold  "is  the 
greatest  peace  instrument  in  the  world,  if  we  know  how  to  use  it."  1  am  still  of  the  same 
belief;  the  truth  of  the  statement  may  be  impressed  on  us  still  more  in  the  days  and 
months  ahead.  Undoubtedly  the  lack  of  economic  resources,  of  which  gold  is  the  most 
concentrated,  must  finally  bring  one  side  or  the  other  to  lay  down  its  arms  and  end  the 
war.  If  the  war  is  to  be  a  long-drawn-out  one,  however,  both  sides  may  suffer  complete 
economic  exhaustion. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  accumulated  another  three  billion  dollars  of  the 
world's  gold  bringing  the  total  value  of  United  States  gold  holdings  to  approximately 
171/2  billion  dollars.  This  is  about  two-thirds  of  the  world's  total  monetary  stocks. 
England's  gold  stock  is  valued  at  somewhat  over  2  billion  dollars,  and  France's  exceeds 
3  billion  dollars.  Germany  probably  has  well  under  1  50  million  dollars'  worth  of  gold, 
even  if  Austrian  and  Czechoslovakian  supplies  are  included. 

The  Dairy  Supply  and  Demand  Outlook 

Within  the  dairy  industry  there  are  many  indications  that  we  are  nearing  the  peak 
of  a  new  dairy  cycle.  Perhaps  this  is  the  outstanding  fact  in  the  outlook.  You  will  recall 
that  previously  there  have  been   14  to  16  years  from  peak  to  peak  in  the  purchasing 
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power  of  dairy  cows.  The  last  peak  occurred  in  1930,  so  that  normally  we  should  expect 
the  next  one  about  1945.  The  1934  and  1936  droughts  resulted  in  a  heavy  slaughter  of 
cattle,  however,  and  the  low  price  period  was  considerably  shortened  thereby. 

Dairy  Cow  Prices  High — In  Pennsylvania  we  have  a  significant  indication  that 
the  peak  of  the  dairy  cycle  is  near  at  hand.  Every  year  from  1933  to  1938  Pennsylvania 
cow  prices  advanced  over  the  previous  year.  The  average  price  rose  from  $45  to  $79  per 
head  during  this  period.  In  1939,  however,  the  average  price  dropped  $5  per  head. 
Moreover,  in  relation  to  Pennsylvania  farm  prices,  Pennsylvania  cow  prices  dropped  5 
per  cent  from  1938  to  1939.  Similarly,  cow  prices  in  the  United  States  in  relation  to 
prices  of  all  United  States  farm  products  are  now  as  high  as  they  have  been  at  the  peak  of 
preceding  cycles.  In  relation  to  feed  prices.  United  States  cow  prices  in  1939  were  the 
highest  on  record,  except  for  the  year  1932  when  feed  was  exceptionally  low  in  price. 

With  low  priced  feed  and  high  priced  cows,  farmers  throughout  the  country  have 
been  holding  back  breeding  stock  to  build  up  herds,  as  shown  by  the  relatively  low 
slaughterings  of  dairy  cows  and  heifers  under  federal  inspection  in  1939.  This  has 
resulted  in  an  increased  number  of  heifers. 

There  are  more  cows  now  on  United  States  farms  than  a  year  ago  on  January 
first,  when  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  reported  25,093,000  head.  This  was  an 
increase  of  about  1  per  cent  over  1938.  For  Pennsylvania,  cows  numbered  896,000  head 
on  January  1,  1939  and  887,000  head  a  year  earlier. 

If  general  farm  prices  as  a  group  rise,  we  can  hardly  expect  cow  prices  to  advance  to 
the  same  extent.  If  the  general  level  of  farm  prices  remains  about  as  it  is,  cow  prices 
might  be  expected  to  decline  somewhat.  Since  last  summer  the  price  of  milk  cows  in  the 
United  States  and  Pennsylvania  has  advanced  less  than  that  of  all  farm  products,  as 
mentioned  previously. 

Record  Milk  Production  at  Close  of  1939— On  December  1,  1939  total  milk 
production  in  the  United  States  was  the  highest  on  record  for  that  date.  It  exceeded  by 
about  3  per  cent  production  on  the  same  date  in  1938.  This  record  production  was  due 
to  increases  in  cow  numbers,  as  well  as  to  milk  production  per  cow  being  the  highest 
ever  recorded  on  December  1 .  For  the  feeding  period  this  winter,  production  is  expected 
to  be  about  as  large  as  the  record  production  of  a  year  earlier.  In  other  words,  we  have 
more  cows,  there  are  ample  feed  supplies,  and  the  milk  pail  is  registering  record  pro- 
duction during  the  season  right  now  at  hand. 

Storage  Supplies — With  regard  to  storage  supplies  of  dairy  products,  the  situation 
is  much  more  favorable  to  producers  than  a  year  ago.  Today  storage  stocks  of  butter, 
cheese  and  manufacturers'  stocks  of  condensed  and  evaporated  milk,  on  a  milk  equivalent 
basis,  are  at  about  the  pre-depression  level  of  1924-1929.  A  year  ago  they  were  47  per 
cent  above  this  level. 

Conservation  Programs  Move  Toward  More  Milk  Production  in  Pennsyl- 
vania Looking  a  decade  or  two  ahead  we  may  expect  milk  production  to  be  increasingly 
emphasized  in  Pennsylvania  agriculture.  Happily,  there  is  some  evidence  that  reduced 
production  costs  may  accompany  the  rise  in  production. 

Studies  in  Indiana  and  Armstrong  Counties  show  significant  changes  due  to  the 
Soil  Conservation  Service  program.  Among  these  are  an  increase  in  hay  acreages  and  a 
decrease  in  cultivated  and  small  grain  crops;  a  high  percentage  of  legume  hay;  use  of 
more  lime  and  fertilizer,  especially  on  pastures;  an  increase  in  young  cattle  numbers; 
and  an  increase  in  pounds  of  milk  produced  per  cow.    1 1  is  true  that  only  several  thousand 
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Pennsylvania  farmers  are  cooperating  at  the  present  time  with  the  Soil  Conservation 
Service  throughout  the  state.  Nevertheless,  the  same  methods  are  being  used  by  many 
other  farmers.  As  pointed  out  a  year  ago,  the  Agricultural  Conservation  Program  stresses 
improved  seed,  and  lime  and  fertilizer  applications  to  pasture  land.  Both  programs, 
therefore,  are  headed  toward  the  milk  pail.  There  are  other  advances  such  as  artificial 
insemination  which  may  bring  about  like  results  in  the  future. 

Fluid  Milk  Consumption  Increasing— On  the  demand  side,  we  may  expect 
consumption  of  fluid  milk  to  increase  if  the  prospective  business  expansion  materializes 
and  provides  added  purchasing  power  to  consumers.  Daily  fluid  sales  in  1 36  markets 
reported  to  the  Milk  Industry  Foundation  registered  during  November  the  ninth 
consecutive  monthly  increase  over  the  corresponding  months  of  1938.  The  monthly 
increases  ranged  from  .51  per  cent  in  March  to  6.40  per  cent  in  July.  The  monthly 
average  increase  for  the  nine  months  was  3.81  per  cent.  Reports  compiled  by  the 
Department  of  Agricultural  Economics  for  Allegheny  County.  Pennsylvania  began  last 
September   to  show   monthly   increases  in    1939  over  corresponding  months  in    1938. 

Competition  Between  Fresh  Whole  Milk  and  Evaporated  Milk  Doctor  C.  W. 
Pierce  of  our  Department  of  Agricultural  Economics  staff  has  released  a  report  on  the 
competition  Pennsylvania  dairymen  are  encountering  from  evaporated  milk  in  the 
Johnstown   area.      Following   is  an  excerpt  from   the  study  made  by  Doctor  Pierce: 

A  third  of  the  milk  used  by  the  Johnstown  families  interviewed  during  June  1939 
was  evaporated  milk.  Table  1 .  The  per  capita  use  of  evaporated  milk  was  much  greater 
than  in  other  cities  where  per  capita  sales  information  is  available  and.  as  would  be 
expected,  the  per  capita  use  of  fresh  fluid  milk  was  lower  than  in  many  of  the  same  cities.

"Many  persons  who  do  not  fully  understand  the  classification  system  of  selling 
milk  which  is  in  universal  use  in  this  state,  fail  to  realize  the  extent  of  the  competition 
between  fresh  whole  milk  and  evaporated  milk.  This  is  true  because  many  of  these 
people  believe  that  farmers  are  paid  the  Class  1  or  fluid  milk  price  only  for  milk  used  for 
drinking  purposes.  Actually  prodvicers  are  supposed  to  receive  the  Class  1  price  for  all 
milk  delivered  to  consumers  in  bottles,  regardless  of  the  ultimate  use  made  of  the 
milk  by  consumers."  ' 
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In  the  past  fresh  milk  has  been  regarded  as  the  primary  drink  of  children.  Now 
Doctor  Pierce  shows  there  is  a  definite  effort  on  the  part  of  many  families  with  low  incomes 
to  substitute  the  much  less  costly  evaporated  milk  for  fresh  milk,  even  for  drinking 
purposes.     The  method  is  to  use  evaporated  milk  in  flavored  beverages.

Looking  ahead,  another  disturbing  fact  of  great  significance  to  milk  producers  is 
the  "ageing"  of  our  population.  We  are  told  that  by  1960  the  proportion  of  children 
under  1 4  years  of  age  in  the  population  of  the  United  States  will  be  only  about  70  per  cent 
as  great  as  it  was  in  1930.  On  the  other  hand,  there  will  be  a  95  percent  increase  in  the 
proportion  of  the  population  over  65  years  of  age.  What  does  this  forecast  suggest  to  the 
dairy  industry?  Most  surely  milk  must  become  a  popular  beverage  for  adults,  or  a 
reduction  in  Class  I  sales  faces  the  industry. 

Adjusting  Dairy  Farm  Management  to  Changing  Conditions 

We  have  reviewed  different  factors  of  interest  to  dairymen,  but  few  if  any  can  be 
controlled  by  individual  milk  producers,  or  even  by  dairymen's  organizations.  Know- 
ledge of  the  above  sort,  however,  does  give  one  a  better  basis  for  making  decisions  and 
plans  for  the  coming  months. 

One  of  the  best  economic  prospects  for  individual  farmers  does  not  change  from  year 
to  year.  There  is  always  the  opportunity  of  keeping  production  costs  down,  or  of 
reducing  them. 

W.  L.  Barr  of  our  department  has  been  engaged  in  a  study  of  milk  production  costs 
during  the  past  two  years.     His  work  covering  1938  was  released  several  months  ago  as 
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Paper  No.  923  in  the  Journal  Series  of  the  Pennsylvania  Agricultural  Experiment 
Station.  A  brief  resume  and  the  application  of  this  report  was  published  in  Pennsylvania 
Farm  Economics  No,  4. 

Mr.  Barr's  report  indicates  the  variation  in  the  cost  of  milk  production  in  1933  on 
79  dairy  farms  in  four  areas  of  Pennsylvania.  Production  costs  on  individual  farms 
ranged  from  $1.16  to  $3.40  per  hundredweight.  The  chart  presented  herewith  shows 
$1.89  as  the  average  cost  of  production  per  hundredweight  of  milk. 

Costs  of  Production  Higher  than  During  1938— Obviously  it  would  be  erroneous 
to  conclude  that  $  1 .89  is  the  average  farm  production  cost  in  January  1 940.  During  1 938 
feed  prices  were  very  low.  As  we  enter  1940  they  are  approximately  20  per  cent  higher 
than  during  1938  Since  Mr.  Barr's  study  showed  feed  costs  to  be  47  per  cent  of  the  cost 
of  producing  milk,  a  fair  estimate  of  the  added  feed  cost  would  be  1 8  cents  a  hundred- 
weight (.20  X  .47  X  1 .89).  This  would  bring  the  figure  to  $2.07  a  hundredweight  for  the 
present  time. 

Hauling  milk  to  receiving  stations,  and  other  marketing  costs,  added  24  cents  more 
per  hundredweight.  This  brings  the  farmer's  cost  of  production  and  hauling  up  to$2.31  a 
hundredweight  at  the  present  time,  assuming  no  change  in  other  costs. 

In  the  above  calculations  farm  labor  was  charged  at  30  cents  an  hour.  If  the 
prevailing  W.P.A.  rate  of  50  cents  an  hour  were  used  (which  would  be  hard  to  justify 
either  for  W.P.A.  or  hired  farm  labor),  the  cost  of  milk  production  would  be  increased  by 
4 1  cents  a  hundredweight.  On  this  basis  the  average  farm  cost  of  producing  and  market- 
ing 3.9  per  cent  milk  in  Pennsylvania  today  would  be  $2.72  a  hundredweight,  table  2.

The  question  frequently  arises,  what  is  the  value  of  knowing  the  cost  of  milk 
production?  Can  we  all  sell  our  milk  at  its  cost,  plus  a  profit,  if  we  once  know  what  the 
costs  are>  From  the  wide  range  of  costs  it  is  evident  that  if  each  producer  were  paid  his 
cost  of  production  there  would  have  to  be  many  different  prices.  No  dealer  would  be 
likely  to  buy  from  the  man  whose  costs  are  as  high  as  $3.40  a  hundredweight.  On  the 
other  hand,  if  the  price  to  all  producers  was  fixed  high  enough  to  cover  costs  of  the 
$3.40  producer,  the  majority  would  have  large  profits.  This  would  most  certainly 
result  in  production  being  increased  to  such  an  extent  that  it  would  be  impossible  to 
maintain  the  price. 

Uneconomic  Price  Cannot  Be  Enforced — No  regulatory  body  could  enforce  such 
a  price.  In  fact,  to  do  so  would  require  drastic  regulation  of  production,  perhaps  such 
things  as  limiting  the  number  of  cows  each  farmer  could  keep,  or  permits  to  farmers  to 
work  only  a  certain  number  of  hours  a  day,  or  prohibition  of  the  use  of  family  labor. 
We  might  expect  such  a  farm  system  to  correspond  to  W.P.A.,  where  unskilled  labor 
receives  a  wage  undoubtedly  very  much  higher  than  the  supply  of  and  demand  for  labor 
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would  pay  these  workers.  Yet  these  workers  are  not  well  off.  They  must  first  be  on 
relief  before  they  can  work  for  W.P.A.  Their  hours  of  work  are  limited.  Their  work  must 
not  be  done  in  the  most  efficient  way  but  in  the  way  that  will  require  the  greatest  amount 
of  hard  labor.  Correspondingly,  farmers  might  be  required  to  milk  by  hand,  and  then 
separately  draw  their  milk  to  market  with  horse  and  cart,  in  order  to  increase  the  number 
of  farmers  required  to  produce  a  given  amount  of  milk.  Skillful  dairymen  would  want  no 
part  in  such  an  economic  system,  which  would  be  one  drastically  different  from  the  one 
we  now  have. 

Let  us  return  then  to  the  question  of  the  value  of  knowing  production  costs.  This 
information  is  helpful,  of  course,  in  the  long  run  because  farmers  must  receive  a  return 
sufficient  to  cover  costs,  including  a  return  for  labor,  in  order  that  an  adequate  supply  to 
consumers  be  maintained.  Certainly  there  are  distinct  limits,  however,  to  the  use  of 
cost  of  production  as  a  basis  for  price  determination. 

Large  Herds  of  Good  Cows  Pay  Best — ^Let  us  direct  our  attention  to  another 
question.  Why  is  there  such  a  range  in  costs  of  production?  What  combination  of 
production  factors  permits  one  man  to  produce  milk  at  $1 .  16  while  it  cost  another  $3.40? 
Herein  lies  the  chief  value  of  knowing  production  costs,  to  producers  and  to  society. 
Mr.  Barr  concluded  that  there  are  three  differences  in  farm  set-ups  of  primary  importance 
in  explaining  differences  in  costs  of  milk  production:  size  of  herd,  milk  production  per 
cow,  and  the  degree  of  labor  efficiency.  A  good-sized  herd  of  high  producing  cows, 
coupled  with  efficient  labor,  offers  the  best  opportunity.  Fortunately,  these  factors  can 
be  controlled,  in  greater  or  lesser  degree,  by  every  milk  producer. 

Barr's  study  divided  the  farms  into  three  groups,  according  to  the  cost  of  production 
per  hundredweight.  The  26  farmers  with  lowest  costs  had  4  more  cows  per  farm,  had 
cows  producing  1 ,800  pounds  more  milk  per  cow,  and  had  one  more  cow  per  man  than  the 
26  farmers  with  highest  costs.  These  differences  in  size  of  herd,  production  per  cow,  and 
cows  kept  per  man  apparently  accounted  for  a  difference  in  average  production  cost  of 
78  cents  per  hundredweight  between  the  two  groups.  Hence,  as  Pennsylvania  dairymen 
face  1940  and  the  more  distant  future,  changes  in  dairy  farm  management  offer  the  best 
opportunity  for  savings  and  added  profits  in  milk  production. 


Some  Questions  to  Think  About 

Finally,  may  I  merely  raise  a  few  questions  on  the  longer  term  outlook  concerning  a 
topic  frequently  heard  these  days  in  milk  circles:     price-fixing. 

To  begin  with,  is  price-fixing  the  proper  term  to  apply  in  a  competitive  economic 
system?  If  government  bodies  only  name  prices  which  supply  and  demand  factors 
determine,  surely  it  cannot  be  held  that  prices  are  fixed.  On  the  other  hand,  if  prices  are 
actually  fixed,  is  the  system  really  competitive? 

Even  more  poignant  is  this  question.  If  one  believes  in  democratic  government, 
can  he  believe  in  price-fixing  and  the  implied  enforcement?  Are  the  two  principles 
really  compatible?  May  it  be  that  democratic  government  cannot  exist  without  free 
private  enterprise?  The  answer  usually  given  is  that  the  laws  supporting  price-fixing 
have  been  enacted  through  democratic  processes.    So  far  there  is  no  argument. 

But  how  about  the  enforcement  of  laws  that  provide  for  price-fixing?  If  a  majority  of 
producers  by  the  democratic  process  determine  the  price  of  milk,  does  not  the  democratic 
process  cease  when  this  price  is  forced  on  all  producers? 
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How  about  the  rights  of  the  minority?  I  am  thinking  now  of  a  dairyman  who  wants 
to  retail  milk  at  his  farm,  say  at  2  or  3  cents  below  the  so-called  fixed  retail  farm  price> 
Are  not  his  inalienable  rights  disregarded  if  he  is  prohibited  to  do  so?  To  the  extent  that 
we  succeed  in  price-fixing,  may  we  be  failing  democracy? 

May  free  enterprise  even  be  destroyed  by  the  full  application  of  such  a  system  to  all 
fields:  labor,  agriculture  and  industry?  Have  we  gone  too  far  already  in  obtainmg 
governmental  sanction  of  certain  class  interests,  to  the  disadvantage  of  other  groups 
which  sometimes  are  even  in  the  majority?  If  so.  how  long  will  those  on  whose  rights 
we  have  trespassed  continue  to  take  it  on  the  chin? 

Specifically,  how  long  will  milk  consumers  tolerate  artificially  high  retail  milk 
prices?  In  Pennsylvania  consumers  outnumber  producers  by  more  than  ten  to  one.  The 
final  question:  Where  will  Pennsylvania  milk  producers  stand  when  milk  consumers 
fix  farm  prices  as  well  as  retail  prices? 


NEW  DEVELOPMENTS  IN  THE 
DAIRY  INDUSTRY

Remarks  by  O.  E.  Reed,  Chief  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Dairy  Industry,  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Pennsylvania  Dairymen's  Association.  Harrisburg.  Pa.,  January  18,  1940 


The  prosperity  of  the  dairy  farmer  depends  on  his  ability  to  market  all  the  milk  he 
produces,  at  a  reasonable  margin  over  his  cost  of  production. 

Theoretically,  there  are  two  ways  for  the  farmer  to  increase  his  margin  of  profit 
One  is  to  sell  his  milk  for  a  higher  price,  the  other  is  to  reduce  the  cost  of  producing    it  ^ 

There  are  some  disadvantages  in  the  first  method,  but  there  are  none  that  I  know 
of  in  the  second.  1  shall  discuss  the  second  method  later,  because  it  is  the  one  1  feel 
offers  the  greatest  possibilities  in  the  long  run. 

In  most  instances,  when  dairy  farmers  have  successfully  bargained  for  a  higher 
price  for  their  milk,  the  increase  has  been  passed  on  to  the  consumer  of  fluid  milk.  The 
disadvantage  is  that  higher  prices  tend  to  reduce  consumption.  Until  the  average  con- 
sumer has  a  larger  income,  or  many  more  people  are  back  at  work,  the  retail  price  of 
milk  cannot  be  raised  appreciably  without  causing  consumers  to  turn  to  cheaper  forms 
of  dairy  products  or  even  to  substitute  foods. 

Moreover,  with  better  prices  for  market  milk  in  sight  many  farmers  are  inclined  to 
step  up  their  production.  This  increase  in  production,  coupled  with  increased  consumer 
prices,  can  have  but  one  effect— an  increase  in  the  amount  of  milk  that  must  be  marketed 
through  manufactured  products  and  by-products.

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This  merely  aggravates  and  intensifies  another  problem,  which  is  already  causing 
concern.  I  mean  the  problem  of  disposing  of  additional  quantities  of  manufactured 
products. 

In  the  last  seven  years,  only  about  42  percent  of  the  total  milk  supply  has  been 
consumed  as  fluid  milk  or  cream — 30  percent  in  cities  and  villages  and  1 2  percent  on  the 
farms.  This  has  left  58  percent,  or  more  than  half  the  total  milk  production  that  had 
to  be  used  or  consumed  as  farm  butter,  creamery  butter,  cheese,  and  other  manufac- 
tured   products. 

With  the  exception  of  the  concentrated  forms  of  whole  milk,  none  of  the  milk  used 
in  the  manufacturing  industry  is  utilized  completely.  That  is.  much  of  its  value  remains 
in  the  skim  milk,  buttermilk,  and  whey.  There  was  a  time  when  these  byproducts 
found  their  way  back  to  the  farm  and,  when  fed  to  pigs  and  poultry,  helped  pay  the 
farmer  an  additional  income  for  the  milk  used  in  the  manufacturing  industry.  Some 
skim  milk,  buttermilk,  and  whey  is  still  used  in  this  way.  but  changes  in  the  industry 
are  causing  larger  and  larger  quantities  of  these  byproducts  to  accumulate  at  the  large 
plants  in  cities. 

With  more  than  half  the  total  milk  production  being  forced  into  manufactured 
products  or  other  market  outlets  that  bring  the  farmer  the  lowest  prices  for  his  milk,  it 
seems  that  every  effort  should  be  made  to  find  ways  to  increase  the  consumption  of 
manufactured  dairy  products  and  also  ways  to  make  the  byproducts  help  pay  the  cost 
of  manufacture. 

This  has  long  been  an  important  objective  of  the  Bureau  of  Dairy  Industry's  re- 
search work.  Research  work,  however,  is  largely  limited  to  the  technical  problems 
involved  in  processing  and  handling  the  milk.  It  has  no  control  over  the  economic 
factors  that  may  or  may  not  make  the  results  useful  in  practice.  Of  course,  any  new 
outlet  for  milk  or  any  of  its  constituents  will  play  a  part  in  increasing  dairy  profits  and 
stabilizing  prices,  and  many  new  outlets  would  be  impressive. 

Nearly  25  million  cows  are  kept  on  farms  of  the  United  States  for  milking  purposes. 
In  1938  the  average  production  by  all  these  cows  was  4,359  pounds  of  milk  and  170 
pounds  of  butterfat.  We  have  no  way  pf  determining  the  cost  of  milk  production 
throughout  the  United  States,  because  less  than  2  percent  of  all  the  cows  are  in  record- 
keeping associations.  We  do  know,  however,  that  dairymen  in  the  herd-improvement 
associations  who  have  such  cows  as  the  average  for  the  whole  country  (that  is,  cows 
that  average  4,359  pounds  of  milk  and  1 70  pounds  of  butterfat  per  cow)  fed  $1 .22  worth 
of  feed  for  every  hundred  pounds  of  milk  they  produced  last  year.  If  feed  is  roughly 
half  the  cost  of  producing  milk,  the  total  cost  with  such  low-producing  cows  must  have 
been  around  $2.44  a  hundred.  No  man  can  profitably  stay  in  the  dairy  business  with 
such  cows  and  costs. 

On  the  other  hand,  our  better  dairj^men  are  producing  milk  with  a  feed  cost  much 
lower  than  $1.22.  Last  year,  the  average  production  by  all  the  cows  in  herd-improve- 
ment associations  was  7,832  pounds  of  milk  and  317  pounds  of  butterfat,  and  the  average 
feed  cost  was  91  cents  for  every  hundred  pounds  of  milk.  The  association  herds  with 
higher  than  average  production  per  cow  had  still  lower  feed  costs.  In  fact,  the  feed  cost 
was  only  76  cents  for  cows  producing  from  12,000  to  15,000  pounds  of  milk,  or  500  to 
650  pounds  of  butterfat. 

The  difference  between  the  average  U.  S.  cow  and  the  improved  association  cow 
is  even  more  striking  when  we  note  that  the  association  cow  consumed  $7 1    worth  of   feed 
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and  returned  $98  above  feed  cost,  whereas  the    estimated    average  for  all  cows  was  $53 
worth  of  feed  and  a  return  of  only  $38  above  feed  cost. 

In  more  than  30  years  of  record  keeping  in  the  association  herds,  dairymen  have  seen 
abundant  statistical  evidence  that  feed  cost  per  unit  of  milk  goes  down  as  production 
per  cow  goes  up.  That  is  the  reason  every  progressive  dairyman  wants  high-producing 
cows  instead  of  low-producing  cows. 

Today,  every  dairyman  has  a  better  opportunity  to  develop  a  high-producing  herd 
than  ever  before.  Breeders  are  not  only  making  greater  progress  in  producing  the  right 
kind  of  sires  to  improve  the  inherent  producing  efficiency  of  dairy  cattle,  but  dairymen 
in  general  now  have  a  better  basis  for  selecting  desirable  sires.  I  feel  confident  that  the 
selection  and  use  of  proved  sires  is  the  greatest  forward  step  the  dairy  industry  has 
taken  in  many  years,  and  that  the  wide  application  of  the  proved-sire  system  of  breeding 
will  accomplish  more  permanent  good  in  the  way  of  reducing  cost  of  milk  production 
and  developing  efficient  herds  than  any  other  program  now  in  sight  for  the  industry. 

We  have  been  using  proved  sires  in  our  experimental  herds  ever  since  the  breeding 
investigations  were  planned  and  started  21  years  ago.  We  believe  that  our  results, 
both  with  Jerseys  and  Holsteins  at  Beltsville  and  at  our  other  field  stations,  amply 
demonstrate  the  theory  that  it  is  possible  to  build  up  the  inheritance  for  high-producing 
capacity  in  a  herd  by  using  an  unbroken  succession  of  good  proved  sires. 

In  the  Jersey  herd,  we  started  with  selected  foundation  cows  that  had  an  average 
production  of  I  1 .626  pounds  of  milk  and  624  pounds  of  butterfat  (mature-equivalent 
basis).  During  the  21  years,  we  have  used  eight  proved  sires  and  today  the  herd  is  made 
up  of  the  unselected  female  descendants  of  the  foundation  cows  and  these  proved  sires. 
There  are  33  females  in  the  herd  that  are  old  enough  to  have  records,  and  they  average 
13,632  pounds  of  milk  and  710  pounds  of  butterfat  (mature-equivalent  basis).  This 
represents  an  increase  of  2,006  pounds  of  milk  and  86  pounds  of  butterfat  per  cow  over 
the  foundation  herd.  It  has  been  brought  about  entirely  through  breeding;  that  is, 
without  the  benefit  of  culling  or  of  improving  the  feeding  and  management  conditions 
throughout  the  21  years. 

In  the  Holstein  herd,  the  foundation  cows  had  an  average  production  of  19,966 
pounds  of  milk  and  678  pounds  of  butterfat.  Five  proved  sires  have  been  used  in  this 
herd.  Today  the  herd  is  made  up  of  36  unselected  female  descendants  (outbred  and  line 
bred)  of  the  foundation  cows  and  these  five  proved  sires  that  average  20,305  pounds  of 
milk  and  773  pounds  of  butterfat,  an  increase  of  339  pounds  of  milk  and  95  pounds  of 
butterfat  that  can  be  attributed  entirely  to  the  breeding  program. 

Furthermore,  the  young  bulls  born  in  these  herds  have  proved  uniformly  good  sires 
in  farm  herds  where  they  were  loaned  for  proving.  Of  28  Beltsville-bred  Jersey  bulls, 
only  4  failed  to  increase  production  in  the  farm  herds;  of  32  Holstein  bulls,  only  5  failed 
to  increase  production.  This  is  much  better  than  the  exp>erience  of  many  members  of 
herd-improvement  associations.  More  than  half  the  bulls  used  and  proved  in  these 
associations  have  decreased  the  herd  average.  The  bull-loaning  and  proving  part  of  the 
experimental  work  has  served  to  demonstrate  the  fact  that  young  untried  bulls  from 
herds  where  proved  sires  have  been  used  continuously  are  more  dependable  than  untried 
bulls  from  herds  of  unknown  inheritance. 

Proved  sires  are  scarce,  but  if  dairy-cattle  breeders  will  use  the  available  proved 
sires  to  build  up  the  inheritance  of  their  herds  for  uniformly  high  production,  the  young 
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bulls  from  their  herds  will  carry  the  same  desirable  inheritance  as  the  heifers.      The 
average  dairy  farmer  should  look  to  such  herds  for  the  young  bulls  he  buys. 

As'f  said  previously,  the  average  dairyman,  particularly  the  young  man  just  starting 
a  herd,  has  a  better  opportunity  to  develop  a  herd  of  high-producing  cows  today  than 
ever  before.  This  is  because  breeders  in  general  have  a  better  understandmg  of  the  laws 
of  heredity  and  how  to  apply  their  knowledge  to  the  breeding  of  dairy  cattle.  The 
results  obtained  with  proved  sires  in  experimental  herds,  and  confirmed  on  a  practical 
basis  in  commercial  herds,  have  charted  a  course  for  a  scientific  breeding  procedure  that 
seems  far  ahead  of  any  we  have  known  in  the  past. 

Furthermore,  there  are  more  herds  enrolled  in  herd-improvement  associations  than 
at  any  other  time  in  the  history  of  testing  work.  Records  of  production  are  the  heart  of 
the  proved-sire  system  of  breeding;  they  are  essential  both  to  give  it  life  at  the  start  and 
to  keep  it  going.  With  more  cows  making  records,  both  in  the  herd-improvement  associa- 
tions and  in  the  official  Herd  Tests  of  the  various  breed  associations,  we  are  now  able  to 
get  a  picture  of  the  germ  plasm  in  thousands  of  herds  throughout  the  country.  These 
records  will  be  a  valuable  aid  to  any  dairyman  who  is  searching  for  a  good  sire  or  for 
good  brood  cows  and  heifers.  Such  records  are  of  equally  great  value  to  the  progressive 
breeders,  for  they  will  enable  them  to  locate  the  best  available  inheritance  no  matter 
where  it  is.  There  are  thousands  of  registered  herds  of  every  breed  enrolled  in  the  dairy 
herd-improvement  association  program  whose  records  would  not  otherwise  be  available 
to  the  breeder  of  registered  cattle. 

In  the  newest  phase  of  the  herd-improvement  work,  the  State  extension  dairymen 
are  cooperating  with  the  Bureau  of  Dairy  Industry,  to  make  it  possible  for  dairymen  to 
find  desirable  inheritance  with  which  to  improve  their  herds.  In  this  program,  the 
association  testers  are  making  an  effort  to  identify  every  animal  enrolled  m  association 
herds  and  the  Bureau  is  keeping  a  permanent  file  of  all  animals  reported— grade  as  well  as 
registered  animals.  Along  with  these  identification  records,  we  are  filing  all  production 
records  of  the  females  as  fast  as  they  are  made  and  reported.  This  enables  us  to  tabulate 
the  proved-sire  record  of  any  association  bull  as  soon  as  we  have  five  dam-and-daughter 
production  records  in  our  files.  It  makes  no  difference  where  the  daughters  of  the  bull 
are  located  when  they  make  their  records.  They  may  be  in  the  same  herd  or  in  another 
herd  in  some  other  State. 

There  are  now  508.083  females  and  91.836  bulls  listed  in  the  Bureau's  permanent 
files.  They  represent  registered  as  well  as  nonregistered-purebred  and  grade  animals. 
Of  these  females.  236.085  in  14.718  herds  have  made  one  or  more  production  records; 
and  proved-sire  information  is  accumulating  on  40.704  sires.  To  date  the  Bureau  has 
tabulated  the  proved-sire  records  of  more  than  4.000  association  sires  with  five  or  more 
daughters. 

The  Nation-wide  character  of  the  identification  and  permanent-record  program 
makes  it  possible  for  us  to  follow  the  progency  of  any  outstanding  animal,  family  or 
strain,  down  through  all  succeeding  generations  so  long  as  they  remain  in  a  herd-improve- 
ment association.  This  enables  us  to  give  the  herd  owner  additional  information  which 
he  can  use  to  make  an  analysis  of  the  germ  plasm  in  his  herd.  At  present,  the  Bureau 
makes  a  herd-analysis  tabulation  on  any  herd  in  which  three  or  more  proved  sires  have 
been  used.  The  tabulated  data  then  go  to  the  State  extension  dairyman,  and  he  helps 
the  owner  interpret  the  results.  Such  an  analysis  gives  the  owner  a  picture  of  the 
progress  his  herd  is  making  toward  fixing  an  inheritance  for  high  production,  and  it 
enables  him  to  select  the  families  or  individuals  that  show  the  most  promise  as  breeding 
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stock.     To  date  we  have  made  tabulations  for  analyzing  the  results  in  271  association 
herds  in  each  of  which  three  or  more  proved  sires  have  been  used. 

We  do  not  expect,  of  course,  to  ever  have  enough  herds  on  test  to  prove  enough 
sires  for  all  the  herds  throughout  the  country.  But  that  will  not  be  necessary  if  the  more 
progressive  breeders  succeed  in  building  up  the  high-production  inheritance  in  their  herds. 
Eventually  such  herds  will  be  able  to  supply  the  thousands  of  young  bulls  needed  to 
improve  production  in  the  ordinary  farm  herds.  For  three  years  now.  we  have  issued  a 
list  of  the  sires  proved  in  association  herds.  To  date  we  have  listed  more  than  4.000 
proved  sires,  but  in  addition  we  are  fast  getting  the  names  of  the  sons  of  these  sires. 
In  most  States,  the  State  extension  dairyman  keeps  an  up-to-date  list  of  all  known  sons 
of  proved  sires  that  are  available  for  purchase  in  the  State. 

In  my  opinion,  nothing  will  do  more  to  put  a  dairy  herd  on  an  efficient  basis  than 
keeping  records  of  production  on  every  cow  in  the  herd, — ^records  of  feed  cost,  income, 
and  overhead.  It  is  equally  important  also,  to  consider  not  only  the  herd  but  the  whole 
farm.  Inefficiency  in  farming  operations,  in  feeding,  or  in  the  selection  of  crops  to  grow 
for  feed,  may  cancel  all  the  profit  a  farmer  stands  to  make,  even  with  a  good  herd. 

There  is  abundant  evidence  that  pasture  grass  and  other  roughage  crops  are  the 
cheapest  feeds  to  grow  for  milk  production.  In  general  it  costs  less  to  produce  the  re- 
quired nutrients  in  the  form  of  pasture  grass  or  legume  hays  than  in  the  form  of  grain 
crops.  Our  feeding  experiments  have  shown  that  good  cows  will  produce  economically 
on  good  pasture  and  good  quality  hay,  with  a  limited  amount  of  grain  or  none  at  all. 
Many  dairymen  could  reduce  their  cost  of  milk  production  substantially  by  growing 
good  roughage  and  improving  their  pastures.  Of  all  the  crops  grown  on  American  farms, 
pasturage  is  by  far  the  poorest.  Just  what  can  be  done  to  improve  the  condition  of  a 
pasture  varies  with  the  locality,  and  for  that  reason  farmers  should  look  to  their  own 
State  experiment  station  for  definite  recommendations.  But  1  can  say  this.  Most 
pastures  are  poor  because  of  low  soil  fertility.  The  principal  remedy  therefore  is  the 
application  of  lime  and  fertilizer.  In  general,  the  idea  should  be  to  bring  about  conditions 
in  the  soil  that  will  favor  the  growth  of  clovers.  The  clovers  then  will  in  turn  supply  the 
nitrogen  for  the  growth  of  other  grasses  in  the  pasture  mixture. 

Research  long  ago  established  the  fact  that  grasses  are  very  different  in  their 
chemical  composition  and  nutritive  value  at  different  stages  of  maturity.  The  dry 
matter  of  young  growing  grass  is  high  in  protein,  minerals,  and  vitamins,  and  low  in 
crude  fiber.  As  the  plants  mature,  the  percentage  of  protein  decreases  and  the  percent- 
age of  crude  fiber  increases.  In  the  Bureau  of  Dairy  Industry,  we  have  found  by  actual 
feeding  trials  that  these  changes  in  chemical  composition  are  reflected  in  the  quantity 
of  milk  the  crop  will  produce.  Grasses  and  legumes  cut  in  the  earlier  or  immature 
stages  of  maturity  contain  more  leaf  in  proportion  to  stem  and  are  therefore  more 
palatable;  and  because  they  also  contain  more  protein  they  are  more  efficient  in  maintain- 
ing milk  flow  than  the  more  mature  stages. 

To  make  the  most  of  pasture  grasses  and  legume  hays,  they  must  be  grazed  or 
harvested  and  cured  in  a  way  to  preserve  their  nutritive  properties  and  retain  their 
quality.  Nothing  is  better  than  to  allow  the  cows  to  graze  the  grass  at  its  best  stage  of 
maturity.  But  grazing  in  some  parts  of  the  country  is  only  a  part-time  possibility.  In 
such  regions,  farmers  are  now  making  increased  use  of  the  silo  to  "can"  their  surplus 
hay  and  grass  crops  for  winter  feed. 

Many  experiment  stations  have  done  considerable  work  to  improve  the  methods  of 
making  grass  silage.     In  our  own  work,  we  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  any  kind 
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of  forage  crop  car.  be  successfully  preserved  in  the  silo  without  loss  from  "        °L  fo '  ed 
by  obe^rving  one  fundamental  principle.     This  principle  is  that  the  a.r  must  be  for^d 
out  of  the  ensiled  material  as  promptly  as  possible,  and  .t  must  be  kept  -',    Cu"'"^ 
the  crop  fine-that  is.  in  lengths  of  ^  inch-and  packmg  it  carefully  w.11  help  force 
Z  a  r  out      Having  silos  with  smooth,  airtight  walls,  and  close-fittmg  doors  w.ll  keep 
t  ou       Very  high  moisture  crops  should  be  wilted  some  before  they  are  put  m  the  s.lo 
to  prevent  the  leakage  of  ,uice  from  the  silo  and  to  insure  the  silage  w.ll  have  a  good  odor. 
In  conclusion,  let  me  emphasize  again,  that  the  two  essentials  for  efficient  or  pro- 
fitable dairying  are  cheap  feeds  and  good  cows.    To  have  cheap  feed  the  d-^y--  ^^^ 
give  more  attention  to  the  use  of  pasture  and  other  home-grown  roughage   and  to  have 
gLlws  he  must  follow  a  breeding  program  that  will  eliminate  the  hereditary  factors 

that  cause  low  production  in  his  herd.  In  recent  years.  »^-^<^^^^'°^\^'"' ^^^1^1 
farmers  have  developed  a  lot  of  useful  informatK,n  concernmg  the  growng.  »t°""«^^^^ 
feeding  of  roughage  to  provide  cheap  feed.  Machinery  for  handmg  the  heavy  green 
crops  I  now  avaikble,  and  it  is  easier  to  conserve  such  feeds  by  makmg  them  .nto  s.lage^ 
The  increasing  use  of  the  silo  to  provide  good-quality  roughage  the  year  round  .s  one  of 
the  outstanding  developments  in  the  feeding  of  dairy  cattle.  And  there  never  was  a 
greater  opportunity  to  develop  good  cows. 


SOME  PROBLEMS    IN    MILK    REGULATION

The  Pennsylvania  Dairymen's  Association  is  to  be  commended  for  the  mterestmg 
program  it  has  arranged,  covering  the  production  and  marketing  phases  of  the  da.ry 
industry,  including  an  economic  analysis  by  Dr.  Lininger.  We  are  fortunate  to  have  a 
man  of  Dr.  Liningers  ability  at  the  head  of  our  Department  of  Agricultural  Economics. 
His  talk  has  been  frank  and  brought  before  us  in  a  direct  manner  many  of  the  economic 
factors  effecting  the  dairy  industry  today.  His  concluding  question  as  to  the  effect  o 
price  fixing  as  a  policy  in  a  democratic  form  of  government  is  a  most  interesting  and  vital 


one. 


Price  Fixing 


Unfortunately,  in  the  time  available,  it  was  not  possible  to  indulge  m  a  careflu 
analysis  of  terms  and  definitions  or  in  a  discussion  which  would  have  been  valuable  to  a 
group  of  this  sort.  1 1  was  evident,  however,  that  among  this  group  there  is  an  underlying 
feeling  of  doubt  toward  the  soundness  of  price  fixing. 

The  first  question  is:  What  is  considered  price  fixing?  Some  people  think  of  this 
in  its  most  extreme,  arbitrary  form,  as  being  price  fixing  by  a  public  agency  with  little 
or  no  regard  to  the  conditions  of  supply  and  demand,  competitive  factors,  general 
purchasing  power  of  the  public  and  many  other  related  forces  or  factors.  Some  may  think 
of  it  as  price  fixing  when  done  by  a  government  agency.  Some  apparently  mistrust 
price  fixing  by  a  government  agency,  but  have  no  objection  to  arriving  at  negotiated 
prices  between  representatives  of  large  groups,  such  as  producers  and  dealers.

I--<VERY  MAN  to  his  own  dairy  breed  and  his  own  opinion,  of  course.  We 
members  of  the  Pennsylvania  Jersey  Cattle  Club  breed  Jersey  *cattle 
because  we  like  their  looks  and  the  way  they  perform  at^the  pail.

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It  is  pertinent  to  recognize  that  any  negotiated  or  agreed-upon  price,  to  be  effective 
must  have  general  acceptance,  and  the  failure  of  many  worthy  and  able  efforts  toward 
market  administration  through  voluntary  efforts  on  the  part  of  producers  and  distribu- 
tors have  been  due  to  the  fact  that  the  result  of  their  negotiations  could  not  be  made  to 
apply  to  the  market  as  a  whole. 

In  my  thinking,  any  action  which  fixes  or  freezes  prices  or  certain  major  cost  factors 
entering  into  the  cost  of  a  product,  constitutes  price  fixing,  for  it  prevents  supply  and 
demand  conditions  frcm  functioning  freely.  The  common  theory  of  prices  bemg  arrived 
at  in  a  free  competitive  market  where  supply  and  demand  factors  operate  without 
restraint  appears  to  be  almost  a  thing  of  the  past.  Supply  and  Demand  are  no  longer 
permitted  to  operate  freely. 

Some  of  the  major  items  of  cost  in  the  living  expenses  of  the  average  American  family 
are  for  shelter,  fuel,  clothing,  health  costs,  food  and  education.  There  are  fixed  costs 
entering  into  the  final  cost  of  all  these  items.  Labor  is  a  major  portion  of  the  cost  ot  the 
home  when  you  think  in  terms  of  the  labor  required  to  take  the  lumber  from  the  woods, 
process  it.  and  transport  it  by  truck  or  rail,  and  assemble  it  in  your  home. 

The  same  would  be  true  of  the  items  made  from  steel  -  the  heating  and  plumbing 
equipment  in  your  home.  In  fact,  it  is  doubtful  if  there  is  any  item  in  the  entire  structure 
of  a  home  in  which  a  major  portion  of  the  cost  is  not  fixed  in  the  sense  that  it  does  not 
permit  the  free  operation  of  supply  and  demand  as  applied  to  those  fixed  items. 

The  fixation  or  freezing  of  costs  has  come  about  in  many  ways,  mainly,  through 
collective  bargaining  arrangements  by  labor,  and  through  trade  association  agreements 
in  an  industry,  through  the  action  of  those  controlling  capital,  and  finally,  through  state 
and  federal  laws,  such  as  the  Labor-Relations  Act.  the  Wages  and  Hours  Act.  the  Walsh- 
Heely  Act.  and  the  Miller-Tydings  Act;  the  latter  permitting  manufacturers  to  fix  the 
resale  price  of  their  products. 

The  effect  of  this  latter  act  is  in  active  operation  in  every  town  and  community  in 
this  State  in  preventing  competition  in  such  products.  It  is  probably  a  conservative 
estimate  that  if  the  fixed  cost  items  of  the  home  were  traced  back,  they  would  be  found  to 
cover  75%  or  more  of  the  final  cost. 

The  same  conditions  apply  to  our  fuel  cost,  insofar  as  coal  is  used  for  fuel.  Insofar 
as  gas  is  used,  that  is  a  utility,  and.  of  course,  the  price  is  fixed  by  a  regulatory  body. 

When  it  comes  to  health  costs. -doctors*,  dentists'  and  hospital  fees,  it  will  take 
diligent  and  long  search  to  find  where  supply  and  demand  is  functioning  in  connection 
with  these  services. 

In  providing  for  the  common  and  high  school  education  of  our  children,  which 
is  one  of  the  finest  features  of  our  public  policy,  even  the  teachers'  salaries  are  not  a 
matter  of  supply  and  demand,  for  minimum  salaries  are  fixed  in  this  State  by  law. 

No  contention  is  made  here  as  to  whether  these  fixed  cost  items  are  right  or  wrong, 
but  it  is  to  point  out  that  they  do  exist. 

What  of  the  Farmer;^  Farmers,  generally,  through  their  individual  initiative  and 
independence,  and  the  fact  that  within  the  farm  they  encompass  the  home  and  the 
factors  of  labor,  capital,  and  management,  largely  within  the  family  unit,  have  continued 
to  produce  their  products  under  a  condition  of  free  operation  of  supply  and  demand.  We 
now  find  our  country  not  in  equilibrium  relative  to  the  exchange  ratio  of  farm  products 
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with  other  products,  which  tends  to  place  the  farmer  in  a  continually  worse  position. 
Out  of  such  conditions  have  come  the  various  efforts  and  plans  to  help  the  farmer,  one 
of  these  being  regulatory  or  control  efforts  applied  to  the  dairy  industry. 

Milk  Marketing  Alternatives 

No  system  of  milk  marketing  or  plan  of  administration  will  be  satisfactory  to  all 
persons  interested.  Many  of  the  points  of  dissatisfaction  are  inherent  in  the  nature  of 
the  industry  and  will  exist  regardless  of  what  system  is  in  effect.  This  is  evident  when 
we  consider  that  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  alone,  with  some  40,000  milk  producers, 
whose  production  costs  vary  commonly  as  much  as  from  $L50  to  $3.00  or  more  per 
hundredweight,  any  price,  whether  an  average  or  above  the  average,  will  work  a  hardship 
on  a  great  many  of  those  in  the  high  cost  groups.  Essentially  the  same  is  true  of  milk 
dealers.  Made  up  of  some  1 ,000  outright  dealers  and  2000  producer-distributors  and  200 
producer-dealers,  a  spread  narrow  enough  to  be  within  reason  will  permit  some  a  large 
profit  while  others  will  break-up.  Among  our  1 0,000,000  consumers  there  is.  unfortunate- 
ly, a  considerable  percentage  in  the  low  income  group  to  whom  almost  any  price  will 
seem  high.     This  is  stating  the  difficulties  in  their  most  simple  form. 

What  we  are  seeking  is  a  system  of  marketing  or  market  regulation  or  administration 
that  will  best  meet  these  complexities,  smooth  out  any  inequalities  to  the  greatest  extent, 
and  most  nearly  treat  the  three  groups  on  a  fair  basis.  This  might  be  accomplished  under 
five  different  procedures:  , 

No  Regulation:  First,  a  market  condition  where  there  is  no  regulatory  agent  and  no 
organized  group  functioning — simply  a  direct,  individual,  producer-dealer  contact  or 
negotiation.  This  was  characteristic  in  the  earlier  days  of  milk  marketing,  and  in  our 
smaller  markets  in  the  more  rural  districts  that  condition  would  probably  carry  on  with 
satisfaction  to-day,  but  as  applied  to  a  major  area,  it  is  a  condition  of  the  past.  The 
complexities  of  large  markets  and  the  economic  forces  are  such  that  there  is  certain  to  be 
organized  action  of  some  form  on  the  part  of  both  producers  and  dealers. 

Collective  Bargaining:  Probably  the  simplest  second  stage  would  be  a  collective 
bargaining  basis  such  as  existed  in  the  Philadelphia  and  Pittsburgh  markets,  beginning 
about  1916  and  continuing  for  many  years.  During  this  time  the  idea  of  a  milk  arbiter 
came  into  the  picture  with  a  decided  degree  of  success. 

Negotiations  were  carried  on  in  a  manner  that  always  gave  consideration  to  the 
interests  of  the  consumer  with  the  result  that  there  was  generally  a  good  relationship 
between  producers,  distributors  and  the  consumers.  The  negotiating  group  had  no 
authority  to  make  their  agreements  binding.  Consequently,  under  a  combination  of 
market  stresses  and  changes  due  to  the  depression,  excessively  low  prices  for  other  farm 
products,  and  the  readiness  with  which  new  groups  could  come  into  the  market  due  to 
good  roads  and  trucking  facilities,  it  was  found  impossible  to  maintain  or  have  carried 
out  effectively  the  agreements  that  were  approved  by  the  negotiating  groups.  As  a 
result,  prices  went  to  distressingly  low  points.  Producers,  particularly,  and  the  public 
generally,  felt  that  some  further  measures  must  be  taken  to  correct  the  chaos,  and  we 
came  into  the  period  of  regulatory  efforts. 

It  is  an  interesting  question  as  to  whether  the  then  existing  agencies  could  have 
succeeded  if  there  had  been  some  basis  of  giving  the  results  of  their  negotiations  a  legal 
and  binding  status.  It  is  a  certainty  that  no  agency,  voluntary  or  compulsory,  could 
have  maintained  an  arbitrarily  high  price  in  the  face  of  the  low  price  level  of  all  farm 
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products.  A  review  of  what  happened  when  the  first  Federal  move  was  made  lends 
grounds  for  belief  that  a  bottom  would  have  been  found  at  a  less  disastrous  depth,  for 
markets  took  on  a  decidedly  more  stable  basis  as  to  producer  and  resale  prices  with  the 
first  Federal  action. 

One  possible  alternative  then  would  be  to  return  to  the  condition  of  producer- 
dealer  bargaining.  If  this  were  to  take  place  in  the  light  of  our  present  knowledge,  it 
does  seem  that  some  agency  should  be  put  in  a  position  to  assemble  and  make  available 
certain  market  information  as  to  production  and  receipts  of  milk,  the  uses,  market 
trends,  and  such  information  as  is  necessary  for  intelligent  market  administration. 
Whether  it  would  be  desirable  to  also  have  a  provision  whereby  under  certain  conditions 
the  results  of  the  negotiations  could  be  given  a  legal  status  and  made  binding  in  the 
entire  market,  may  be  questioned,  but  are  disposed  to  feel  that  this  would  be  a  needed 
safeguard  to  be  used  in  an  emergency,  if  not  at  all  times. 

Fixing  Producer  Prices  only:  Where  it  is  felt  that  it  is  necessary  or  desirable  to  have 
a  greater  degree  of  regulation  in  the  market  than  suggested  under  the  second  alternative 
then  probably  the  next  simplest  is  that  which  has  progressed  to  such  general  use  under 
the  so-called  Federal  Marketing  Orders  and  Agreements,  whereby  the  price  is  fixed  to  be 
paid  the  producers  with  resale  prices  seeking  their  own  level.  It  can  hardly  be  said  that 
this  plan  has  gone  through  a  long  enough  seasoning  or  trial  period  to  establish  it  as 
permanently  successful,  although  there  is  much  in  its  favor.  Mr.  Harmon  will  discuss 
how  this  is  working  in  the  largest  milk  market  in  the  world,  namely  Metropolitan  New 
York,  embracing  some  1 0,000.000  consumers.  This  plan  gives  an  opportunity  for  nego- 
tiating and  bargaining  between  producers  and  dealers  preliminary  to  price-fixing  hearings 
and  orders. 

Some  here  have  experienced  the  ruinously  low  prices  and  chaotic  market  conditions 
that  developed  in  the  New  York  market  during  the  past  two  or  more  years,  when,  for 
certain  periods,  due  to  legal  restrictions,  no  regulations  were  in  effect. 

Fixing  Producer  and  Consumer  Prices:  Another  alternative  would  be  that  common 
to  state  milk  control  laws,  in  which  the  price  is  fixed  both  to  the  producer  and  to  the 
consumer.  This  plan  can  be  administered  so  as  to  encourage  active  cooperation  on  the 
part  of  producers  and  permit  a  large  measure  of  negotiating  or  bargaining  on  the  part  of 
different  interests  preliminary  to  the  presentation  of  testimony  at  formal  hearings.  Its 
real  success  requires  the  continued  cooperation  of  producers  and  dealers  in  securing 
compliance  with  the  orders  when  issued.  We  shall  discuss  this  plan  as  it  is  in  operation 
in  Pennsylvania  later. 

Milk  Distribution  as  a  Utility:  A  final  alternative  would  be  to  go  the  entire  distance 
and  treat  the  distribution  of  milk  as  a  utility,  assigning  exclusive  areas  to  be  served  by  a 
dealer.  A  substantial  economy  could  be  accomplished  by  doing  away  with  duplication  of 
excessive  plant  and  distribution  facilities  and  personnel.  Enforcement  would  be  greatly 
simplified.  There  are  many  objections  to  this.  Consumers  like  to  select  their  own  milk 
dealer  and  producers  might  not  like  to  have  their  interests  placed  in  the  position  that 
they  would  be  in  such  a  case.  The  trend  seems  likely  to  be  away  from,  rather  than  to- 
ward this  alternative. 

Problems  of  the  Pennsylvania  Milk  Control  Commission 

The  law  under  which  the  Pennsylvania  Milk  Control  Commission  operates  has  had 
more  careful,  conscientious  and  capable  thought  and  consideration  given  to  it  than  most 
legislative  acts  in  the  State.    By  this  Act  it  is  mandatory  to  fix  producer  prices  and  resale 
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prices  in  an  effort  to  better  protect  producer  interests  and  assure  the  public  of  an  adequate 
and  wholesome  supply  of  milk  with  due  regard  to  necessary  dealer  operating  costs.  It 
aims  to  give  the  Commission  almost  all  the  authority  possible  within  the  limits  of  our 
Constitution.  1 1  apparently  was  drafted  with  the  thought  that  actual  control  was  possible 
to  the  extent  of  estallishing  and  maintaining  rather  arbitrary  prices,  to  a  large  extent 
independent  of  economic  forces  that  might  be  referred  to  as  supply  and  demand. 

Experience  is  showing  that  most  regulatory  agencies  cannot  operate  independant  of 
or  contrary  to,  economic  and  social  forces  for  any  extended  period  of  time.  This  is 
saying  that  a  control  agency,  particularly  where  producers  are  left  free  to  produce  as 
much  as  they  will,  when  and  where  they  will,  can  only  establish  and  maintain  prices 
when  they  are  kept  within  a  reasonable  relationship  to  supply  and  demand    conditions. 

Supply  and  demand  conditions  cover  many  things,  such  as  production  conditions, 
purchasing  power  of  the  consumers,  the  price  of  dairy  products  from  other  areas,  and 
other  competitive  foods  that  may  supplant  local  supplies.  Granting  that  a  sufficient 
degree  of  recognition  of  the  economic  conditions  is  reflected  in  a  regulatory  body's 
orders,  and  that  the  cooperation  of  the  industry  may  be  had  in  carrying  out  the  orders, 
then  we  believe  that  a  substantial  degree  of  stability  can  be  maintained  in  a  market  and 
a  higher  level  of  prices  maintained  than  without  some  form  of  market  administration. 

The  Pennsylvania  Commission  operates  on  a  budget  of  slightly  less  than  $250,000  a 
year.     We  employ  about  eighty  persons.     We  have  two  major  problems. 

Our  first  problem  is  to  promulgate  price  orders.  This  requires  hearings  where 
testimony  is  taken  from  producers,  dealers  and  consumers;  the  making  of  a  transcript 
of  the  hearing;  analyzing  the  record  or  transcript,  and  writing  findings  of  fact;  and  the 
promulgation  of  an  order  in  fifteen  marketing  districts  as  now  established  in  this  State. 

To  do  this  on  the  most  intelligent  basis,  we  find  it  necessary  to  have  a  Research 
Bureau  compiling  and  analyzing  statistics  as  to  dealers'  operating  costs,  profit  and  loss, 
or  returns  on  the  sales  dollar,  as  an  indication  of  their  necessary  operating  margin  or 
spread.  Data  on  producers*  costs  are  important.  We  are  enlarging  this  Bureau  to  do 
more  in  the  way  of  analyzing  the  figures  that  come  in  so  that  we  may  follow  closely  in 
each  market  the  trends  as  to  production,  consumption  and  utilization  of  milk,  together 
with  other  related  factors  such  as  employment  conditions.  The  following  table  illustrates 
the  type  of  analysis  made  as  to  dealers'  operations  from  the  financial  reports  they 
are  required  to  file  with  the  Commission.  We  have  four  men  and  three  tabulating  clerks 
devoting  their  entire  time  to  this  work. 

Our  Second  major  activity  is  enforcement:  Seeing  that  the  orders,  when  issued, 
are  complied  with.  In  accomplishing  this  we  have  thirty  auditors  in  the  field  auditing 
dealers'  books,  four  Dairy  Agents  checking  weights  and  butterfat  tests,  six  investigators 
who  primarily  work  on  investigating  and  securing  evidence  on  order  violations.  We 
license  some  3500  weighers,  samplers  and  testers  of  milk. 

We  are  placing  more  emphasis  on  the  auditing  and  believe  we  can  see  our  way  to 
keeping  our  audits  more  nearly  up  to  date,  and  by  combining  audits  with  a  physical 
check  of  what  comes  in  and  goes  out  of  the  dairy,  make  an  accurate  check  on  whether 
the  utilization  as  reported  is  correct.

We  do  not  have  a  large  enough  force  to  do  a  complete  and  thorough  job  of  auditing. 


Note  that  we  have  thirty  auditors  to  cover  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  embracing 
some  1200  dealers  or  producer-dealers,  while  Mr.  Harmon's  records  show  that  he  is 
dealing  with  149  dealers  and  that  he  has  79  auditors  to  do  this  work,  which  enables  them 
to  check  each  dealer  monthly. 

As  the  result  of  our  auditing  and  enforcement,  substantial  amounts  of  money  aie 
returned  to  producers.  In  the  last  six  months  there  has  been  $96,000.00  in  underpay- 
ments or  delinquent  payments  paid  over  to  producers  through  our  enforcement  efforts. 
This,  however,  is  not  the  most  important  item,  for  such  sums  are  rather  insignificant 
when  compared  with  the  total  volume  of  the  milk  sold. 

The  important  point  is  to  have  orders  that  can  be  sustained,  and  then  secure  com- 
pliance,  with   the   result  that   there  will   be  few  violations  requiring  back  payments. 

The  Commision's  authority  is  not  final.  It  really  functions  in  three  capacities: 
in  the  legislative  manner  in  holding  hearings  and  promulgating  orders;  in  an  executive 
capacity  in  enforcing  them;  and  in  a  semi-judicial  capacity  in  holding  citations  in  con- 
nection with  the  enforcement  of  orders.  Any  action  of  the  Commission  may  be  appealed 
from  to  the  courts.  Therefore,  the  Commission  must  conduct  its  hearings  in  a  fair  and 
unbiased  manner  and  write  orders  in  conformity  with  the  evidence  placed  in  the  records 
at  the  hearings.  We  have  a  legal  staff  of  three  attorneys  and  five  transcribing  clerks  who 
are  kept  busy  transcribing  the  notes  of  hearings  and  citations  and  doing  other  routine 
legal  work.     This  staff  works  on  both  the  promulgation  of  orders  and  their  enforcement. 

The  dealers  are  required  to  furnish  bonds  before  they  are  licensed.  Consequently, 
we  have  bonds  totaling  approximately  $8,000,000.00  to  administer.  There  is  coming 
to  be  a  general  acceptance  of  the  bonding  provision  and  we  have  made  real  headway 
toward  bringing  the  several  hundred  dealers,  who  were  operating  without  a  license,  into 
the  fold  under  license  and  with  bond  in  effect. 


Sonne  Present  Problems 

The  act  requires  that  a  Commissioner  be  present  at  any  formal  citations  or  hearings. 
This  complicates  the  activities  of  our  attorneys  and  enforcement  staff  because  many 
times  they  wish  to  schedule  a  simple  citation  hearing  when  it  is  not  possible  to  secure 
the  presence  of  a  Commissioner.  1 1  would  be  a  decided  aid  if  the  law  were  changed  similar 
to  other  regulatory  acts,  permitting  the  Commission  to  use  examiners  or  referrees  at 
citation  hearings. 

Probably  the  most  difficult  phase  of  our  enforcement  work  is  attempting  to  main- 
tain established  resale  prices,  particularly  in  the  case  of  wholesale  outlets.  The  majority 
of  the  dealers  feel  that  the  fixing  and  maintaining  of  the  resale  price  is  vital  to  the  success 
of  regulations  and  on  the  whole  give  a  high  degree  of  coopjeration  in  price  maintenance. 
However,  there  are  few  markets  where  there  is  not  some  price-cutting  on  wholesale 
prices,  and  some  in  which  it  is  quite  general.  Prosecutions  of  violators,  particularly  on 
retail  price  cutting,  appear  to  benefit  the  violator  if  publicity  is  given  to  it  rather  than 
to  hurt  his  business.  Where  dealers  indulge  in  serious  price  cutting  it  soon  becomes 
difficult  to  return  the  proper  prices  to  the  producers.  In  some  cases,  producers  themselves 
will  work  with  the  dealer  by  accepting  less  than  the  price  they  are  entitled  to,  where  they 
fear  losing  their  market,  and  they  are  not  willing  to  assist  the  Commission  in  proving 
the  violation.  This  emphasizes  the  serious  need  of  some  measure  to  better  protect  pro- 
ducers from  being  cut-off  in  a  discriminatory  manner. 
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In  many  of  the  secondary  markets  there  is  need  of  a  more  complete  organization  of 
producers  to  more  effectively  present  their  case  at  hearings  and  to  cooperate  with  the 
Commission  in  securing  compliance  with  the  orders.  Wherever  there  .s  a  strong  pro- 
ducers' cooperative  organization  the  work  of  the  Commission  is  made  easier  and  more 
effective. 

There  is  a  great  inequality  as  to  the  prices  paid  different  producers,  because  some 
ship  to  manufacturing  dealers  or  those  largely  manufacturing,  while  others  secure  a  high 
percentage  of  fluid  milk  prices.  This  inequality  existed  before  regulation  and  would 
continue  without  regulation  unless  some  form  of  market  pool  is  established.  At  present 
there  is  no  market  pool  in  Pennyslvania.  The  majority  of  producers  in  Erie  have  asked 
that  a  market  equalization  pool  be  established  and  this  is  being  considered. 

With  the  exception  of  Johnstown  and  Altoona.  there  is  no  market  in  which  a  pro- 
ducer has  the  option  of  producing  a  reasonably  uniform  base  or  normal  amount  which 
would  be  calculated  to  return  him  a  price  based  on  a  fairly  high  Class  1  utilization. 
Incorporation  of  a  plan  into  more  of  our  markets,  whereby  producers  would  have  such  an 
option  would  seem  to  us  to  be  an  important  step,  looking  to  better  relation  between 

market  needs  and  market  supply.  We  do  not  mean  production  control;  we  mean  option- 
al production,  whereby  the  producer  has  an  opportunity  to  produce  a  base  supply;  he 
also  has  the  option  of  producing  as  he  sees  (^t.  but  with  the  recognition  that  large  seasonal 
production  without  regard  to  market  needs  will  lead  to  lower  prices  to  him. 

There  is  a  feeling  of  suspicion  toward  the  classification  basis  for  pricing  milk  on  the 
part  of  a  great  many  producers,  and  a  demand  for  a  so-called  flat  price.  This  question  of 
what  system  to  use  in  price  orders  is  one  that  calls  for  further  intensive  study.  Mr. 
Harmon  will  discuss  more  fully  New  York's  experience,  and  the  necessity  for  the  classified 
price  plan  there. 

Dr  Lininger's  report  of  his  study  of  evaporated  milk  sales  in  the  City  of  Johnstown 
is  a  distinct  warning  to  producers,  distributors  and  the  Milk  Commission,  that  if  fluid 
prices  are  maintained  at  a  point  too  high  above  evaporated  milk,  there  is  danger  of  osing 
a  continually  larger  portion  of  the  fluid  market  to  evaporated  sales.  This  means  losing 
such  fluid  sales  to  producers  from  remote  points,  particularly  the  mid-west. 

We  have  not  yet  found  a  solution  to  the  problem  of  milk  coming  in  at  cut  prices, 
particularly  to  our  Pittsburgh  market,  from  out  of  State,  in  a  manner  to  result  in  unfair 
competition  to  the  distributors  and  producers  in  this  State.  We  are  also  findmg  at  times 
that  distressed  milk  from  other  States  comes  into  Pennsylvania  in  a  way  to  make  it 
difficult  to  maintain  our  prices  on  the  manufactured  portion  of  the  milk.  Probably  the 
ultimate  solution  of  this  is  to  work  for  conditions  in  the  surrounding  States  where  their 
supplies  will  be  in  better  control,  for  certainly  producers  there  do  not  wish  to  accept  a 
price  low  enough  to  permit  dumping  milk  in  Pennsylvania. 

A  fundamental  question  for  milk  control  in  Pennsylvania  is  whether,  under  our 
state  regulation,  there  is  a  tendency  for  dealers'  spreads  to  be  widened  unduly  to  provide 
for  increased  labor  charges,  taxes  and  sanitation  requirements  and  unncessarily  large 
profits.     Whether  the  spread  allowed  when  milk  control  started  was  too  narrow  may  be 
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debated,  but  the  evidence  is  definite  that  there  is  a  decidedly  wider  spread  under  present 
price  orders  than  there  was  in  the  beginning.  This  wider  spread,  however,  has  been 
largely  the  result  of  court  decisions  on  appeals  from  orders  of  the  Commission.  There 
is  a  decided  question  whether  the  present  system  is  resulting  in  a  sufficiently  efficient 
distribution,  particularly  due  to  the  large  number  of  distributing  units  in  a  market. 

In  one  sense,  the  United  States  is  a  great  laboratory  today,  trying  out  different 
methods  of  dealing  with  the  dairy  industry.  There  are  some  twenty-six  markets  operat- 
ing under  the  Federal  Orders  and  nineteen  States  under  a  regulatory  body,  and  the 
balance  operating  without  any  formal  control,  but  with  different  stages  of  producer  and 
dealer  cooperation.  We  are  certainly  making  progress  if  only  on  a  trial  and  error  basis, 
and  out  of  these  will  come  accepted  measures  of  maintaining  the  industry  on  a  satis- 
factory, stable  basis.  1 1  may  take  some  years  for  the  effect  of  a  certain  practice  or  policy 
to  be  determined.  Therefore,  it  is  probably  too  soon  for  any  plan  to  be  accepted  as  the 
best. 

In  Pennsylvania,  during  the  period  of  milk  control,  there  has  been  maintained  a 
substantial  degree  of  market  stability  and  a  fair  price  to  the  consumers  in  relation  to 
prices  in  surrounding  areas  of  a  similar  nature.  Producer  prices  at  certain  seasons  of  the 
year,  and  for  producers  selling  to  manufacturing  dealers,  have  been  unfortunately  low. 
But,  in  general,  the  returns  have  been  such  as  to  maintain  the  present  needs  and  en- 
courage increased  supplies  of  milk.  There  has  been  no  evidence  that  the  margin  allowed 
the  dealers  was  such  as  to  drive  them  out  of  business.  A  considerable  number  of  dealers 
have  gone  into  bankruptcy,  but  that  is  to  be  expected  among  the  large  number  involved. 

Under  the  State  and  National  policies  followed  by  producers,  dealers  and  govern- 
ment agencies,  the  dairy  industry  has  not  stored  up  excessive  reserves  or  surpluses.  The 
market  today  is  in  good  shape  with  no  burdensome  supply  of  butter,  cheese  or  evaporated 
milk  or  other  manufactured  products.  There  has  been  no  major  subsidy  to  the  dairy 
industry  other  than  tariff  protection  and  the  purchase  of  some  dairy  products  through 
the  Surplus  Commodities  Corporation. 

What  is  happening  in  the  dairy  industry  is  simply  a  parallel  of  what  is  occuring 
in  many  other  industries  in  this  country.  We  are  trying  to  find  ways  to  divide  up  the 
abundance  that  our  productive  capacities  provide,  rather  than  being  forced  to  live 
within  a  condition  of  scarcity.  The  problem  is  to  accomplish  this  in  a  manner  to  achieve 
a  proper  equality  between  large  groups  or  industries.  At  the  present  time,  agriculture 
is  not  on  a  favorable  exchange  ratio  as  between  the  price  of  farm  products  and  what  the, 
farmer  buys.  The  dairy  industry  products,  whether  due  to  regulation  or  other  causes 
are  on  a  more  favorable  ratio  than  most  farm  products.  The  measures  providing  for 
regulation  are  not  a  desire  to  inject  government  into  private  business,  primarily,  but  to 
accomplish  a  working  machinery  to  deal  with  economic  forces  and  problems,  much  as 
our  form  of  government  was  set  up  with  checks  and  counter  '-hecks  to  deal  with  the  civil 
or  political  problems.  It  is  an  effort  to  prevent  economic  forces  from  working  unfairly 
or  disastrously  on  individuals  or  groups  who  are  not  in  a  position  to  protect  themselves. 

Rather  than  spend  too  much  time  on  the  details  of  the  work  in  Pennsylvania,  I 
felt  it  more  important  that  we  view  the  problem  from  the  standpoint  of  alternatives  and 
begin  to  look  carefully  into  the  possibilities,  so  that  we  may,  among  us,  arrive  at  the 
best  plan.     There  are  certainly  some  fundamentals  upon  which  we  can  all  agree  with 
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sufficient  flexibility  to  recognize  the  peculiarities  of  certain  major  markets.  I  believe 
the  attitude  of  the  consuming  public  is  that  they  want  to  see  the  producer  have  a  decent 
living  wage  and  that  they  are  accepting  the  many  different  plans  and  measures  in  a 
tolerant  attitude,  while  the  problem  is  being  worked  out  and  we  find  ourselves  on  a  firm 
foundation.  I  think  all  of  us  who  have  worked  in  the  dairy  field  recognize  that  there 
is  no  solution  that  will  remove  great  economic  stresses  and  conflicts  from  an  industry 
that  has  so  many  diverse  interests,  but  if  this  group  of  producers  here,  and  the  people 
they  represent,  unite  on  the  fundamentals,  there  is  little  doubt  that  either  the  present 
measures  will  be  sustained  or  changed  in  a  manner  to  meet  the  united  wishes  of  the 
dairymen  of  the  State. 


FACTORS  INVOLVED  IN  THE  MARKETING 
OF  MILK  UNDER  THE  NEW  YORK 
FEDERAL-STATE  MILK  MAR- 
KETING AGREEMENT

Governmental  assistance  to  the  milk  industry  in  regulating  markets  has  followed,  in 
most  cases,  one  of  two  general  lines  of  procedure.  The  first  is  that  of  fixing  prices,  terms 
and  conditions  of  sale,  as  well  as  methods  of  payments,  without  special  industry  partici- 
pation other  than  through  evidence  offered  at  public  hearings.  (In  such  cases,  the 
regulating  body  may  simply  call  hearings  and.  on  the  basis  of  evidence  submitted, 
promulgate  a  marketing  plan  which  includes  prices,  classification,  methods  of  payment 
and  any  other  requirements  which  may  be  deemed  necessary  and  legally  proper.)  In  such 
cases,  the  responsibility  for  a  sound  program  which  is  fair  to  everyone  must  rest,  pri- 
marily,  or  in  some  cases  almost  entirely,  upon  the  governmental  body  in  charge.  (Most 
state  milk  control  laws  have  followed,  in  a  general  way.  this  first  school  of  thought.) 

The  second  general  line  of  procedure  is  along  what  is  often  referred  to  as  that  of  per- 
missive legislation.  In  such  cases,  the  industry,  or  representatives  of  the  industry, 
in  a  given  area,  or  a  given  market,  petition  the  responsible  governmental  agency  for 
assistance  in  stabilizing  their  markets.  This  governmental  agency,  then,  makes  a 
thorough  study  of  the  situation,  holds  hearings  and  develops  a  complete  maeketing  plan. 
Such  plan  must  be  submitted  back  to  the  responsible  parties  in  the  industry  for  their 
approval  or  disapproval.  1 1  may  become  effective  only  when  a  sufficient  number  of  pro- 
ducers have  been  determined  by  the  responsible  governmental  agency  to  be  in  favor  of  the 
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plan.    This  type  of  regulation  is  exemplified  by  the  Federal  Agricultural  Marketing  Act. 
the  New  York  Rogers- Allen  Law  and  the  Indiana  State  Milk  Control  Law. 

It  is  not  our  purpose  to  argue  or  to  discuss  the  merits  of  these  two  different  lines  of 
reasoning.  It  is  evident,  however,  that  in  the  first  case,  the  primary  responsibility 
for  maintaining  a  fair,  stable  and  sound  price  structure,  classification  system  and  pay- 
ment plan,  rests  on  the  governmental  agency.  In  the  second  case,  the  responsibility  for 
keeping  the  plan  economically  sound,  fair  to  all  and  with  a  reasonable  price  structure 
rests,  to  a  large  degree,  on  the  industry,  itself,  and  on  the  proponents  of  the  marketing 
plan.  Producers,  under  this  second  type  of  regulation,  must  face  the  realities  of  funda- 
mental milk  marketing  problems  to  a  very  high  degree. 

The  New  York  milk  marketing  plan  which  we  have  been  asked  to  discuss  is  carried 
forward  under  two  orders.  One  is  that  promulgated  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  under 
the  Agricultural  Marketing  Act.  The  other  is  the  order  promulgated  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Agriculture  and  Markets  for  the  State  of  New  York  under  the  Rogers-Allen  law.  These 
orders  are  identical  in  their  provisions,  and  represent  the  very  highest  degree  of  co- 
operation between  State  and  Federal  authorities,  as  well  as  between  governmental 
agencies  and  the  industry,  itself.  These  orders  were  so  designed  to  eliminate  any  question 
which  handlers  might  raise  as  to  whether  or  not  their  operations  might  be  in  inter  or  intra- 
state commerce.  The  industry  thereby  was  assured  that  every  handler  would  fall  within 
the  scope  of  the  order,  no  matter  what  his  type  of  operation  might  be. 

It  is  also  important  to  note  that  only  milk  handlers  are  regulated,  and  thisonly  as  to 
their  payments  to  producers.  We  emphasize  this  point  especially  because  there  are  fre- 
quent misconceptions  of  this  plan.  It  applies  only  to  handlers  whose  plants  are  approved 
by  health  authorities  to  receive  milk  to  be  sold  in  the  marketing  area. 

At  this  point,  let  us  take  a  look  at  the  conditions  that  make  for  instability  of  fluid 
milk  markets.  The  first  of  these  is  inequitable  conditions  as  between  dealers.  The 
second  may  be  an  inequitable  relationship  as  among  producers  and  the  third  an  unreason- 
able or  unsound  price  structure. 

Equitable  relationships  as  among  dealers  are  achieved  through  what  is  known  as  the 
classified  price  plan.  Under  the  classified  price  plan,  all  dealers  must  pay  the  same 
price  for  milk  of  the  same  utilization.  Each  dealer  must  pay  the  same  price  as  all 
other  dealers  for  milk  that  he  uses  as  fluid  milk;  each  dealer  must  pay  the  same  price 
as  all  other  dealers  for  milk  that  is  used  as  fluid  cream.  In  the  same  way.  each  dealer 
must  pay  the  same  prices  as  other  dealers  for  milk  that  is  used  as  ice  cream  and  for  milk 
that  is  used  in  each  of  the  other  various  utilizations. 

The  classified  price  plan  was  originated  by  producers  as  a  means  of  getting  a  higher 
price  than  that  of  manufactured  levels  for  milk  that  is  used  for  fluid  purposes  and  to 
compensate  producers  for  the  additional  cost  of  meeting  health  requirements.  It  is  ob- 
vious to  anyone  who  understands  the  market  that  consumers  will  not  pay  any  higher 
price  for  butter,  cheese,  evaporated  milk,  and  other  manufactured  products  made  from 
milk  meeting  certain  health  requirements  of  metropolitan  areas  than  they  will  for  manu- 
factured products  made  from  un-inspected  sources.  Consequently,  the  dealer  cannot 
afford  to  pay  higher  prices  for  uninspected  milk  that  is  going  into  manufactured  utiliza- 
tions than  he  would  pay  for  inspected  milk  for  the  same  purposes.  If  there  is  any  differ- 
ence in  price,  he  will  turn  down  the  inspected  milk  and  buy  other  milk  for  manufactured 
products  or  refuse  to  make  manufactured  products  entirely.  If  it  were  possible  to  raise 
the  price  of  butter,  cheese,  evaporated  milk  and  other  manufactured  products  made  from 
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t.d  milk  materially  above  the  levels  of  the  same  product  made  from  uninspected 
':rthfnte  cTasfpir  for  other  utilizations  could  be  increa«=d  accordmgly.

Let  us  assume  that  one  dealer  sells  a  higher  percentage  of  his  milk  in  the  fluid  classi- 
fication and  has  an  average  value  of  $2.40  per  cwt.  for  all  his  milk.    Let  us  assume  another 
dea  er  has  carried  more  of  the  surplus  and  has  an  average  value  of  $1 .90  per  cwt.    Then, 
fet  us  assLe  that  the  average  for  the  entire  market  is  $2. 13.    The  ^-t  dealer  owes  $2.40^ 
He  owes  not  less  than  $2. 1 5  to  the  producers  from  whom  he  received  the  mdk.    He  owes 
The  other  25 ^o  the  producer  settlement  fund.    The  second  dealer  owes  $2.1 5  to  producers 
ror^  whom  he  purchased  milk.  His  value  was  only  $1 .90.  Consequently  he  is  dependent 
uponThe  producer  settlement  fund  for  the  additional  25^  per  hundred  so  that  all  producers 
.^t  the  same  price  for  milk  of  the  same  quality  regardless  of  whether,  at  the  moment, 
they  happen  to  be  selling  to  a  high  utilization  or  low  utilization  dealer. 
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The  third  point  which  makes  for  unstable  markets  and  resultant  suffering  to  the 
entire  industry  as  a  whole  is  unreasonable  price  structure.  We  saw  an  unreasonable 
price  structure  in  the  New  York  market  last  spring.  I  do  not  need  to  discuss  the  con- 
sequences. Prices  were  so  low  they  were  unbearable  and  producers  could  not  exist  under 
them.  Just  as  much  danger  can  grow  out  of  prices  that  are  too  high.  Too  high  a  price 
causes  the  consumers  to  turn  to  evaporated  milk  and  other  products.  Little  by  little,  it 
deprives  producers  of  their  valuable  class  price  market.  At  the  same  time,  it  stimulates 
production  causing  a  higher  percentage  of  the  product  to  go  into  lower  classifications 
and  reduces  the  blended  price.  Carried  to  its  ultimate  conclusion,  too  high  a  price 
may  be  just  as  disastrous  as  too  low  a  price.  One  of  the  principal  aims  of  this  marketing 
plan  must  be  to  keep  prices  on  a  reasonable  level  so  the  product  may  be  within  the  reach 
of  consumers  and  still  maintain  reasonable  living  standards  for  those  who  produce  it. 

Those  of  you  who  have  followed  me  up  to  the  present  point  will  realize  that  this  mar- 
keting plan  actually  represents  a  consummation  of  cooperative  effort.  All  three  of  the 
principles  discussed  have  been  fundamental  ones  in  the  development  of  cooperative 
marketing  organizations.  As  long  ago  as  1 898.  producers  undertook  to  develop  a  market- 
wide  pooling  plan  in  Boston.     These  principles  are  as  old  as  cooperative  marketing  itself. 

The  plan  is  not  an  inflexible  one.  1 1,  like  nearly  30  others  of  its  kind  in  different  parts 
of  the  United  States,  came  into  being  as  a  result  of  petitions  to  the  Secretary  of  Agricul- 
ture and  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  and  Markets.  It  could  only  be  made  effective 
after  complete  hearings  and  development  of  a  complete  plan  depends  upon  the  approval 
of  two-thirds  of  the  producers  in  the  case  of  the  Federal  order  and  three-fourths  of  the 
producers  in  the  case  of  the  State  order.  It  can  be  amended  in  exactly  the  same  way  it 
was  put  into  effect  in  the  first  place.  It  must  be  abandoned  at  any  time  that  over  50% 
of  the  producers  in  the  case  of  the  Federal  order,  and  over  35%  of  the  producers  in  the 
case  of  the  State  order,  ask  for  its  withdrawal. 

The  plan  itself  is  supervised  by  the  Market  Administrator.  Approximately  130 
people  are  required  to  handle  the  details  of  the  administration  of  this  plan.  About  60 
field  auditors  are  kept  in  the  field  all  the  time  auditing  each  dealer  each  month.  Fifteen 
or  more  people  are  required  to  check  and  verify  these  auditors'  reports.  Another  unit  of 
20  or  more  people  is  necessary  to  compute  the  pools  and  do  the  statistical  work  attendant 
to  this  branch  of  the  organization.  In  addition  to  that  a  large  number  of  investigators 
are  necessary.  The  plan  is  financed  by  a  payment  of  2ff  per  hundred  on  Class  I  and  C\a.ss 
II  milk  by  the  handlers;  in  other  words,  by  the  industry  itself. 

We  do  not  need  to  tell  this  group  what  has  been  accomplished.  All  of  you  can 
remember  that  in  August  of  1938  the  average  producer  price  was  $1.33  per  hundred  for 
milk  or  just  about  the  same  as  the  evaporated  milk  price.  Those  of  you  who  are  familiar 
with  market  history  realize  that  September  prices  usually  average  only  about  1  ^  f)er 
hundred  higher  than  August  prices.  Yet.  in  September  of  1938,  the  first  month 
under  which  this  plan  operated  and  one  of  the  heaviest  September  flushes  in  recent  years, 
September  prices  averaged  54fzf  higher  than  that  figure.  That  meant  an  increased  return 
to  the  producers  of  the  New  York  milkshed  of  approximately  two  million  dollars;  it  meant 
almost  $35  per  farm  per  month  and  there  can  be  little  doubt  it  continued  to  mean  about 
that  much  during  the  months  that  the  plan  was  in  operation. 

You  are  all  familiar  with  what  hapF>ened  last  spring  after  a  lower  court  had  invali- 
dated the  plan.  At  that  time  53  New  York  dealers  were  in  non-compliance.  It  became 
impossible  to  continue  to  operate  the  plan  pending  an  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States.  Prices  again  dropped  to  evaporated  levels  or  lower.  This  time  evaporated 
prices  were  materially  lower  than  they  had  been  the  year  before  and  many  producers

netted  less  than  $1.00  per  hundred  for  milk  during  one  or  more  of  the  spring  months 
you  are  all  familiar  with  what  has  happened  since  the  reinstatement  of  the  plan. 

This  marketing  plan  faces  many  problems.  There  is  some  real  question  in  the  minds 
of  many  as  to  the  advisability  of  price  fixing  as  a  permanent  policy.  Undoubtedly  there  is 
considerable  amount  of  dealer  opposition  especially  among  certain  groups  who  would  like 
to  buy  their  milk  on  a  flat  price  basis.  It  is  to  be  expected  that  there  will  be  a  certam 
amount  of  manoeuvering  for  advantage  on  the  part  of  politicians  and  the  selfishness  of 
human  greed  can  always  be  depended  on  to  show  itself  among  a  few  individuals. 

However,  we  would  not  be  fair  to  the  industry  were  we  not  to  bring  out  at  his  point 
that,  for  the  most  part,  cooperation  has  been  excellent.  During  the  5  months  that  the 
plan  operated  from  September.  1938  to  January,  1939.  producers  received  more  than 
981/2%  oi  what  was  due  them  for  milk.  Most  of  the  reports  came  in  on  time  and  in  good 
shape  each  month.  A  sufficient  number  of  handlers  withheld  payment  to  the  producer 
settlement  fund,  however,  to  leave  a  balance  due  producers  for  the  entire  period  of  ap- 
proximately 3^  per  cwt.  or  about  1  V2%  of  the  total  value  of  all  milk  delivered  during  the  3 
months.     We  feel  this  is  a  rather  remarkable  record  for  any  major  market. 

However,  since  July  1  of  this  year,  the  reporting  has  been  approximately  100%  and 
with  only  one  or  two  exceptions  every  report  has  been  in  in  ample  time  to  be  included  in 
the  pool  computation.  The  total  amount  of  money  withheld  by  handlers  has  amounted  to 
less  than  one-quarter  of  a  cent  per  hundred  per  month  for  all  producers.  Most  of  that 
is  in  litigation.  Futhermore,  since  that  time,  rapid  progress  has  been  made  in  the 
collection  of  old  accounts  of  last  winter.  Three  cents  of  tiie  prices  paid  m  jUry  was  mav^e 
up  by  collections  of  old  accounts;  3ff  of  the  October  price  represented  collections  of  old 
accounts;  and  in  every  month  there  has  been  a  considerable  amount  to  add  to  the  price 
on  account  of  collections  from  last  winter.  It  seems  reasonable  now  that  practically  all 
of  the  old  obligations  will  be  collected.  We  would  be  disappointed  if  producers  did  not. 
in  the  end.  get  practically  all  of  all  the  value  of  all  their  milk,  and  only  a  few  minor 
bankruptcies  remain  unpaid. 

This  is  not  a  perfect  plan;  it  never  will  be.  It  may  be  improved  on  and  may  be 
changed  as  time  goes  on.  Maybe,  in  the  end.  producers  will  feel  they  need  to  substitute  a 
new  plan.  It  is  true  that  at  the  present  time  we  are  getting  by  far  the  most  complete  in- 
formation that  the  market  has  ever  had.  The  final  success  of  this,  or  any  other  plan  must 
depend  primarily  on  the  ability  of  producers  to  inform  themselves,  to  keep  their  feet  on 
the  ground,  and  to  steadily  drive  forward  toward  a  better  understanding  and  a  more  com- 
plete comprehension  of  the  problems  as  a  whole.  With  that  as  a  background,  and  a  desire 
for  fair  play,  we  can  hope  to  press  on  towards  a  goal  of  economic  stability  and  reasonable 
security  on  the  farms  of  the  New  York  milkshed.  We  are  sure  that  both  branches  of 
government,  and  we  can  say  the  same  for  the  office  of  the  Market  Administrator,  will, 
as  long  as  the  industry  wants,  work  with  this  plan,  giving  to  it  our  very  best  efforts  in 
this  direction.
